The  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  announced  that  the 
Millicent  Library  had  been  accepted  by  the  National  Park  Service  for 
listing  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  Work  is  progressing 
on  the  restoration  of  the  Library.

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As  a community  human  service  agency,  Fairhaven  contributes  to 
P.A.C.E.’s  Fuel  Assistance  Program  by  allowing  residents  the 
opportunity  to  apply  for  this  service  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Mounting  costs  sent  our  Town  Insurance  sky-rocketing!  This 
awareness  encourages  us  all  to  exercise  more  caution  during  our  daily 
activities.  Our  senior  citizens  benefited  from  a firewood  giveaway 
conducted  at  the  Landfill  Site. 

All  in  all,  Fairhaven  continues  to  grow  and  prosper  despite  economic 
fluctuation.  We  look  forward  to  1987  with  eagerness  and  determination. 
The  Town  faces  a promising  future  as  long  as  its  officials  continue  to 
strive  for  the  betterment  of  the  community.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
would  like  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  salute  the  dedicated 
employees  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven!

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Fairhaven  Board  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  thank  all  the 
employees  in  the  Highway,  Park,  Sewer  and  Water  Departments  for 
their  cooperation  and  dedication  during  the  past  year. 

During  1986,  five  Major  Projects  were  completed.  In  addition,  six 
other  projects  were  started. 

Work  on  the  Tinkham  Lane  Water  Pumping  Station  was  completed 
during  1986.  Dankris  Builders  of  Plainville,  Mass,  completed  the  Pumping 
Station  and  Southeast  Construction  of  Fall  River  installed  3,200’  of  16” 
Ductile  Iron  Water  Pipe  to  tie  the  Station  into  the  system.  This 
pumping  station  will  be  capable  of  pumping  1.5  Million  gallons  of  water 
per  day,  which  will  nearly  double  the  Town’s  pumping  capacity.  The 
quality  of  water  is  excellent  with  no  treatment  required  at  this  time. 

With  completion  of  this  $410,000  project,  Fairhaven  will  eliminate  its 
needed  dependence  on  the  New  Bedford  Water  Supply. 

The  Boston  Hill  2 Million  Gallon  Water  Standpipe  was  painted  by 
Steel  Maintenance  Co.  at  a cost  of  $28,000.  This  Standpipe  was  found 
to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

The  80  year  old,  500,000  gallon  Water  Tower  on  Route  6 was 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  very  poor  structural  condition.  Metal 
fatigue  and  severe  rusting  of  support  beams  and  cross  members  was 
found  throughout.  During  the  next  five  years  this  Tower  will  either  have 
to  be  totally  rehabilitated  or  replaced.  If  nothing  is  done,  the  Tower  will 
have  to  be  drained  and  taken  out  of  service. 

Southeast  Construction  of  Fall  River  installed  2,700’  of  12”  sewer 
main  in  the  former  Railroad  Bed  from  Rotch  Street  to  Elizabeth  Street 
and  1,400’  of  10”  sewer  main  on  Elizabeth  Street.  This  $230,000  project 
will  provide  20  houses  with  sewer  service  while  eliminating  a health 
problem  caused  by  failing  septic  systems. 

A.T.T.  paid  nearly  $100,000  for  the  reconstruction  of  a portion  of 
Mill  Road  abutting  their  new  building.  Tilcon  of  Acushnet  installed 
drainage  and  paved  the  roadway. 

Final  touches  were  completed  on  the  Dana  Pond  Retention  Basin 
area  off  Long  Road.  During  major  rainstorms  this  past  year,  the  basin 
worked  as  projected  and  eliminated  flooding  in  downstream  areas. 

The  Reconstruction  of  Sycamore  Street  from  Howland  Road  to 
Harding  Road  was  begun  during  October  and  will  be  completed  in  the 
Spring  of  1987.  This  $350,000  project  includes  the  reconstruction  of  the 
entire  roadway,  the  addition  of  drainage,  the  replacement  of  all  existing 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  the  installation  of  new  sidewalks  and  curbing 
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the  entire  length  of  the  street.  Approximately  70%  of  the  cost  will  be 
covered  by  “State  Chapter  90”  funds.  Work  on  this  project  is  being 
performed  by  Pavao  Construction  Co.  of  Somerset. 

Plans  and  Specifications  for  the  Expansion  of  the  Sewerage 
Treatment  Plant  and  Rehabilitation  of  the  Existing  Sewer  System  have 
been  completed  and  approved  by  EPA  and  DEQE.  Fairhaven  will  be 
receiving  a State  and  Federal  Grant  of  more  than  $10  Million  to  expand 
the  Plant  from  2.1  Million  gallons  per  day  to  5 Million  gallons  per  day. 
This  project  will  begin  during  the  winter  of  1986-87  and  construction 
should  begin  during  the  Spring  of  1987.  It  will  take  approximately  2x/i 
years  to  complete  the  expansion. 

Work  on  the  rehabilitation  of  the  existing  sewer  system  should  also 
begin  during  1987. 

Route  6 from  Mattapoisett  to  the  New  Bedford  line  will  be 
Reconstructed  and  Resurfaced  beginning  in  the  Spring  of  1987. 
Extensive  drainage  improvements  in  the  High  School  area  will  help  the 
flooding  problems  that  now  exist.  Curbing  and  sidewalks  will  be 
installed  in  all  areas.  The  roadway  will  be  widened  in  places.  This  $3.2 
Million  project  will  take  more  than  a year  to  complete. 

Applications  have  been  submitted  for  obtaining  grants  for  cleaning 
and  cement  lining  more  than  5 miles  of  old  cast  iron  water  pipe.  If  funds 
are  appropriated,  the  cement  lining  should  eliminate  some  of  the  “rusty” 
water  problems. 

Grant  monies  are  also  being  pursued  for  extending  the  Sewer  Mains 
into  areas  east  of  Gellette  Road  in  east  Fairhaven  and  also  in  the  Long 
Road  and  Ridgecrest  Avenue  areas. 

A West  Island  Sewer  Study  has  been  completed  and  it  has  been 
determined  that  a Treatment  Facility  can  be  developed  on  the  Island 
with  disposal  at  the  Parking  Lot  at  the  Town  Beach.  Further  funding 
will  be  necessary  to  design  the  system.  Numerous  permits  will  also  be 
required  from  Federal  and  State  Agencies  as  the  Parking  Lot  is  located 
in  an  environmentally  sensitive  area. 

During  the  year  Town  crews  rebuilt  more  than  two  miles  of  roadway 
including  sections  of  New  Boston  Road,  Weeden  Road,  Seaview 
Avenue,  Pleasant  Street,  Church  street,  Oxford  Street  and  Sycamore 
Street.  Many  other  streets  need  to  be  repaired  and  your  continued 
support  is  required. 
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The  Board  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of 
Fairhaven  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  We  realize  the 
inconvenience  that  the  above  mentioned  projects  create  in  your 
everyday  travels  around  Town.  We  try  to  minimize  problems  but  many 
are  beyond  our  control.  These  projects  will  go  a long  way  in  improving 
the  quality  of  life  in  Fairhaven.

During  the  year  1986,  the  Highway  Department  has  been  very  busy 
reconstructing  streets,  laying  drainage  lines,  repairing  manholes  and 
catch  basins,  cold  mix  patching,  grading  dirt  streets,  repairing 
sidewalks,  removing  tree  stumps,  repairing  and  replacing  street  signs, 
grass  and  brush  cutting,  ditch  cleaning,  street  sweeping  and  snow 
removal  being  the  major  part  of  our  work. 

The  Street  Reconstruction  Program  included  the  following  streets: 

Buist  Avenue  - from  Sconticut  Neck  Road  to  the  end 

Church  Street  - from  Green  Street  to  Fort  Street 

East  Deane  Street  - from  Alden  Road  to  the  end 

Garrison  Street  - from  Howland  Road  to  Sycamore  Street 

New  Boston  Road  - from  Acushnet  line  2,500’  south 

Oxford  Street  - from  No.  Walnut  Street  to  the  easterly  end 

Pleasant  Street  - from  Spring  Street  to  Rodman  Street 

Seaview  Avenue  - from  Shore  Drive  westerly  to  1985 
reconstruction 

Temple  Place  - from  Spring  Street  to  Washington  Street 
Weeden  Road  - from  Railroad  Bed  to  the  southerly  end 

These  streets  represent  approximately  10,500  linear  feet  of 
reconstruction  which  includes  drainage,  gravel,  process  gravel,  asphalt 
surfacing,  curbing  and  sidewalks. 

Streets  receiving  large  patchwork  and  resurfacing  were  Sconticut 
Neck  Road,  Alden  Road,  Pleasant  Street,  Cowen  Street,  Pease  Street, 
Mill  Road,  Bridge  Street  and  Birch  Street. 

Other  streets  receiving  reconstruction  under  private  or  State  Aid 
Contracts  were  Mill  Road  and  Sycamore  Street. 

Alder  and  Balsam  Streets  were  oiled  and  sanded  from  Causeway 
Road  to  the  Town  Beach  and  from  Causeway  Road  to  Cherrystone 
Road.  Many  streets  received  a crack  sealing  compound  to  help 
maintain  structural  cracks.  The  department  used  a “Slurry  Seal” 
method  of  street  sealing  on  Adams  Street,  Hawthorne  Street,  East 
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Morgan  Street,  Julia  Street  and  Gardner  Street.  This  type  of  seal 
should  help  to  add  many  years  of  traffic  use  to  the  road  before  an 
asphalt  resurfacing  or  reconstruction  project  would  have  to  be  done. 

Potholes  remain  a serious  problem  with  many  streets  patched  several 
times  during  the  year.  We  have  used  over  325  tons  of  cold  mix  this  year. 

The  department  has  layed  over  3,600  linear  feet  of  new  drain  lines 
with  catch  basins  and  manholes  on  the  following  streets:  Cottonwood 
Street,  Bonney  Street,  Cove  Street,  Hathaway  Street,  Egypt  Lane, 

Casco  Street,  Seaview  Avenue,  Weeden  Road,  New  Boston  Road, 
Bluepoint  Road,  Temple  Place,  East  Deane  Street  and  Buist  Avenue. 

During  our  snow  removal  and  sanding  operations,  we  used  over  400 
tons  of  sand  and  over  100  tons  of  salt. 

The  Sidewalk  50/50  Participation  Program  has  again  worked  very 
well  and  could  use  more  money  as  we  have  had  to  turn  away  some 
applications  due  to  the  appropriated  money  being  used  up. 

Vandalism  is  still  a problem  with  over  100  signs  being  repaired  and 
over  100  signs  being  replaced. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their 
cooperation  and  for  doing  a fine  job  with  the  many  different  phases  of 
work  that  they  must  do.

SANITATION  DEPARTMENT 

We  are  still  placing  refuse  in  the  Phast  II  area  of  the  Landfill  and 
will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

The  leased  1984  Caterpillar  816B  Compactor  is  in  good  running 
condition  and  has  had  new  crushing  teeth  welded  in  place  this  fall. 

The  1979  Caterpillar  955  Traxcavator  has  had  the  undercarriage 
repaired  and  is  in  good  running  condition. 

The  refuse  contractor  continues  to  do  a fine  job  and  has  received 
good  reports  from  the  public. 

We  presently  are  weighing  all  vehicles  that  enter  the  landfill  area  in 
order  to  determine  how  may  tons  of  trash  and  fill  materials  enter  the 
site  daily.  We  realize  that  this  is  an  inconvenience  to  the  public, 
however,  it  must  be  done  to  deetermine  how  many  tons  of  trash  will  be 
sent  to  SEMASS  when  the  energy  plant  becomes  operational.  Weighing 
of  all  vehicles  is  scheduled  to  be  done  three  times  during  1987. 
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We  presently  are  weighing  all  vehciles  that  enter  the  landfill  area  in 
order  to  determine  how  many  tons  of  trash  and  fill  materials  enter  the 
site  daily.  We  relaize  that  this  is  an  inconvenience  to  the  public, 
however,  it  must  be  done  to  determine  how  many  tons  of  trash  will  be 
sent  to  SEMASS  when  the  energy  plant  become  operational.  Weighing 
of  all  vehicles  is  scheduled  to  be  done  three  times  during  1987.

They  continue  to  rip  the  shingles  off 
the  roofs  and  paint  graffiti  on  the  walls. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  employees  of  the  Park  Department  for  a 
job  well  done.

WATER  DIVISION 

In  1986  we  pumped  516,533,100  gallons  of  water  from  the  three 
pumping  stations.  57  new  water  services  were  added  to  the  system.  20 
old  galvanized  house  services  and  61  lead  street  services  were  replaced 
with  new  copper  tubing.  140  old  meters  were  replaced  and  75  new  style 
meters  were  converted  over  with  remote  readers. 
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2,385’  of  varying  size  water  main  and  ten  new  fire  hydrants  were 
added  to  the  system.  The  Fire  Department  checked  and  operated  all  the 
fire  hydrants  in  town  this  fall;  and  Water  Department  personnel  are 
working  to  correct  many  of  the  problems  that  were  reported.  In  the 
course  of  the  year  nine  very  old  fire  hydrants  were  replaced  with  new 
ones. 

Work  is  almost  finished  on  the  well  off  of  Tinkham  Lane  in 
Mattapoisett  and  the  pump  should  be  operating  in  January  of  1987. 

We  have  submitted  a grant  application  for  funds  to  cement  line  or 
replace  some  of  the  old  cast  iron  water  mains  in  different  sections  of 
town.  This  work  must  be  done  in  order  to  help  correct  some  of  the  dirty 
water  problems  that  are  caused  by  rust  build-up  in  the  pipes. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  Town  Departments  for  their  cooperation 
and  assistance  and  most  of  all  the  employees  of  my  Department.

TREE  DEPARTMENT 

Since  the  taking  over  of  the  job  as  Tree  Warden  for  the  Fairhaven 
Tree  Department  on  July  1,  1986  due  to  the  unfortunate  death  of  our 
former  Tree  Warden,  Omer  Blanchette,  the  job  has  not  been  an  easy 
one  especially  with  the  rapid  decaying  of  trees  covered  by  rot,  insects 
and  just  plain  old  age  which  resulted  in  a number  of  trees  having  to  be 
removed  and  there  still  being  a problem  due  to  the  large  number  of 
sidewalks  which  were  uprooted  due  to  these  trees.  Since  there  was  a 
large  number  of  trees  destroyed  by  Hurricane  Gloria  in  1985  there  are 
still  a great  many  trees  that  are  damaged  and  have  to  be  taken  care  of. 
Since  I have  taken  over  the  job  as  Tree  Warden  I have  started  a 
trimming  program  where  I have  tried  to  take  nearly  every  street  in 
Town  and  tried  to  eliminate  broken  branches  and  limbs  from  damaging 
taxpayers  property.  With  major  road  projects  going  on  in  Town  like 
Weeden  Road,  eight  trees  were  taken  down  because  of  the  widening  of 
this  road.  Another  widening  construction  was  Temple  Place  with  two 
trees  taken  down,  Pleasant  Street  with  one  tree,  Garrison  Street  with 
six  trees  and  Sycamore  Street  with  three  trees  resulting  in  twenty-six 
dangerous  and  hazardous  trees  which  were  taken  down  at  different 
locations.  The  Tree  Department  has  also  handled  over  100  different 
calls  from  various  locations  in  Town  resulting  from  broken  limbs  and 
rotten  trees  uprooting  sidewalks. 
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Therefore,  my  goal  for  the  Spring  of  1987  will  be  to  bring  a new 
planting  program  to  replace  the  trees  that  were  removed  and  to  make 
our  beautiful  Town  of  Fairhaven  a greener  place  to  live.

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 
AND  COLLECTION  SYSTEM 

The  year  1986  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one  for  the  Sewer 
Division.  The  Treatment  Facility  handled  a total  of  842.43  million 
gallons  of  sewerage  of  which  646.51  million  gallons  received  secondary 
treatment  and  195.92  million  gallons  received  primary  treatment.  Of  this 
total  flow  Mattapoisett  contributed  41.4126  million  gallons  and  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven  contributed  801.0174  million  gallons.  Also,  the 
treatment  facility  handled  a total  of  1.3254  million  gallons  of  septage. 

The  influent  B.O.D.  (Bio-chemical  Oxygen  Demand)  was  106  MG/L 
and  the  S.S.  (Suspended  Solids)  was  141  MG/L.  The  effluent  B.O.D. 
(Bio-chemical  Oxygen  Demand)  was  24.6  MG/L  and  the  effluent  of  the 
S.S.  (Suspended  Solids)  was  46.7  MG/L. 

A total  of  349.44  tons  of  sludge  was  processed  at  the  treatment 
facility  this  year. 

There  were  125  permits  issued  this  year  for  new  sewer  services  of 
which  1 10  new  services  were  installed  by  private  contractors  and  10  new 
services  and  5 renewals  were  installed  by  the  Sewer  Department 
employees. 

We  repaired  12  broken  sewer  services  and  have  responded  to  169 
service  calls  for  blocked  sewer  services  and  extended  4 sewer  stubs  on 
Temple  Place.  Also,  we  extended  an  8”  sewer  main  50’  on  E.  Deane 
Street  and  replaced  85’  of  8”  sewer  main  on  Pleasant  Street  from  Judd 
Street  north. 

Since  the  installation  of  the  sewer  on  Mill  Road,  Prince  Street  and 
Eddy  street  we  have  had  a total  of  65%  of  the  homes  tie-in  with  40%  on 
Mill  Road,  68%  on  Prince  Street  and  83%  on  Eddy  Street. 

Southeast  Construction  of  Fall  River  has  installed  2,700’  of  12”  PVC 
sewer  pipe  in  the  old  Railroad  Bed  and  also  installed  1,400’  of  10”  PVC 
sewer  pipe  on  Elizabeth  Street  from  the  Railroad  Bed  to  the  existing 
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manhole  on  Washington  Street.  This  diverts  the  flow  from  Washington 
Street  into  this  line  thereby  reducing  overtaxed  sewer  mains  in  the  areas 
of  Washington  Street  and  Rotch  Street.  This  project  has  enabled  the 
homeowners  on  Elizabeth  Street  to  tie  into  the  sanitary  sewer  to 
eliminate  the  health  problems  caused  by  their  failing  septic  systems.  At 
present  7 homes  have  tied  into  our  sewer  system. 

300’  of  8”  PVC  sewer  pipe  was  installed  on  Temple  Place,  north  of 
Washington  Street  by  the  homeowner.  An  8”  sewer  main  was  installed 
on  Alden  Road  from  Bridge  Street  750’  south  to  the  new  Fairhaven 
Center  for  Business  by  the  developer.  Also,  400’  of  6”  sewer  main  was 
installed  at  the  new  East  Fairhaven  Condominium  Complex. 

Pavao  Construction  Co.  has  been  re-constructing  sycamore  Street  in 
which  210’  of  15”  PVC  sewer  pipe  has  been  replaced  between  Winsor 
Street  and  Morgan  Street.  Also,  replaced  was  46’  of  8”  sewer  pipe  at  the 
foot  of  Morton  Street  and  Sycamore  Street. 

Since  we  have  acquired  our  new  high  velocity  cleaning  machine  we 
have  established  a cleaning  program  for  our  sewerage  collection  system 
and  have  cleaned  the  sewer  lines  in  the  entire  town  within  a 3 year 
period.  We  have  started  the  procedure  once  again  and  have  completed  2 
sections  of  town  which  consist  of  cleaning  the  lines  from  Washington 
Street  south  to  Fort  Phoenix. 

We  also  have  cleared  many  of  the  problems  with  the  storm  drainage 
lines  and  hope  to  establish  in  the  future  a cleaning  program  like  we  have 
with  the  sewerage  collection  system. 

Plans  and  Specifications  have  been  completed  for  the  expansion  of 
the  Sewer  Treatment  Plant  and  Rehabilitation  of  the  existing  sewer 
system.  At  present  the  town  is  accepting  bids  for  this  project  and 
hopefully  construction  for  this  project  will  be  starting  in  the  early  spring 
of  1987. 

The  Chemical  Re-imbursement  of  monies  for  odor  control,  sludge 
conditioning  and  disinfection  for  fiscal  year  1986  is  $17,023.03  which  is 
50%  of  the  total  cost  expended. 

Training  has  been  made  available  once  again  through  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (D.E.Q.E.),  Division  of  Water 
Pollution  Control.  A Safety  Seminar  on  Confined  Space  Entry  was 
offered  and  Mr.  Raphael,  Mr.  Everett  and  Mr.  Walker  attended.  A 
Micro  Biology  Seminar  on  Wastewater  Treatment  was  attended  by  Mr. 
Jardin  and  Mr.  Walker.  Also,  a 15  week  basic  course  on  Wastewater 
Treatment  was  attended  by  Mr.  Aiello  and  Mr.  Dargis.  Three 
employees  have  received  their  Certification  Certificates  as  Wastewater 
Treatment  Plant  Operators  from  the  State  Board  of  Certification,  Mr. 
Affonce  received  a Grade  IV  Certification,  Mr.  Aiello  a Grade  IV 
Certification  and  Mr.  Dargis  received  a Grade  IV  Certification. 
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I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  office  staff  and 
employees  of  the  Sewer  Division  and  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  for 
their  cooperation  and  a job  well  done.

LIBRARIAN  S REPORT 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

During  this  year,  a contract  for  restoration  work  was  signed  with  the 
Joseph  Gnazzo  Company  and  the  work  started.  We  also  contracted 
with  Ludowici  Celodon  of  Ohio  for  replacement  of  terra  cotta  pieces 
which  had  deteriorated  beyond  on  site  repair.  Completion  of  work  on 
the  roof,  gutters,  chimneys,  and  other  masonry  above  the  roof  line  was 
finished  during  the  summer,  after  which  work  was  shut  down  until 
spring  weather  permits  masonry  repainting.  The  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission  awarded  the  Library  a grant  of  $40,000  for 
interior  restoration.  $40,000  from  the  bond  issue  authorized  by  Town 
Meeting  for  restoration  work  has  been  allocated  as  the  required 
matching  funds.  During  the  summer  and  fall  of  1986  the  architect  Carol 
Ann  Nelson  of  Design  & Conservation  developed  plans  and 
specifications  for  interior  work.  After  a bid  opening,  Ms.  Nelson  has 
been  negotiating  with  contractors  to  establish  the  work  and  the  price  for 
work  to  be  completed.  Contracts  are  expected  to  be  signed  in  early 
January  1987.  The  Lewin  Room  will  be  completely  restored; 
deteriorated  and  damaged  plaster  throughout  the  building  will  be  fixed, 
as  well  as  the  reading  room  and  stack  walls  decoration  paint.  The 
stained  glass  window  is  to  be  cleaned  and  new  protective  covering 
installed.  Completion  of  the  exterior  and  interior  restoration  work  is  for 
the  summer  of  1987. 

HISTORICAL  PROJECTS 

The  monumental  Fairhaven  STAR  project  has  finally  been  completed 
after  ten  years  of  volunteer  labor  by  Mrs.  Mabel  Hoyle  Knipe  and  a 
troop  of  dedicated  helpers.  Every  issue  of  the  paper  (1879-1967)  has 
been  meticulously  indexed.  This  card  index  may  be  consulted  and  the 
citations  looked  up  on  microfilm.  Also,  seventy  large  loose-binders  have 
been  filled  with  clippings  from  extra  copies  of  the  STAR,  the 
STANDARD-TIMES  and  various  other  sources,  such  as  scrapbooks. 
These  provide  ready  reference  on  town  history  and  without  the  bother 
of  using  the  microfilm.  Mrs.  Knipe  and  her  volunteers  are  now 
maintaining  these  records  and  have  taken  on  the  task  of  the  Fairhaven 
ADVOCATE.  Every  researcher  who  has  seen  this  work  has  invariably 
expressed  awe  at  the  devotion  and  care  that  has  gone  into  this  incredible 
work.  We  all  salute  Mrs.  Knipe  and  her  “historical  moles.” 
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Among  the  many  students  and  scholars  using  this  research  were 
authors  of  the  PICTURE  HISTORY  OF  FAIRHAVEN.  The 
publication  of  this  book,  which  used  much  of  our  information  and 
many  of  our  pictures,  has  already  prompted  several  donations  of  old 
photos.  These  will  be  preserved,  identified  and  become  useful  for  years 
to  come. 

GIFTS 

Many  people  this  year  brought  us  boxes  full  of  books,  records  and 
magazines.  We  are  grateful  for  these  presents. 

Special  donations  include  the  portrait  of  Rita  E.  Steele  by  Dr.  Peter 
London,  the  unveiling  of  which  gave  us  a chance  to  ceremoniously 
remember  the  lady  who  did  so  much  for  us  and  for  Fairhaven. 

Mr.  Frederick  Koch  donated  many  rare  editions,  as  well  as  two 
landscapes  and  two  videorecorders. 

The  Library  was  the  recipient  of  a grant  from  the  Mellon  Foundation 
for  the  LIBRARY  OF  AMERICA.  Mrs.  Marion  Booth  Rossiter  and 
other  friends  of  Madeline  Booth  raised  the  $500  needed  to  qualify  for 
the  matching  grant.  The  set  consists  of  definitive  editions  of  great 
American  authors  and  is  a handsome  and  durable  series  besides. 

Two-year  subscriptions  to  ten  magazines,  mainly  dealing  with  health 
and  recreation  were  donated  by  the  Fairlawn  Mortuary. 

The  Sea  Spray  Chapter  of  the  Embroiderers’  Guild  of  America  gave 
us  a needlepoint  sampler  for  the  Children’s  Room  in  memory  of  Rita 
Steele.  They  again  augmented  our  collection  of  needlework  Christmas 
tree  ornaments. 

Memorial  Funds  continued  to  grow  and  many  volumes  were 
purchased  to  memorialize  loved  ones. 

EXHIBITS 

Artists  exhibiting  works  in  the  Rogers  Room  this  year  were:  Norman 
Fortier,  Mary  Lindenberg,  Andree  Goulart,  Vivian  Lewis.  A different 
kind  of  show  included  miniatures  of  the  Library,  Town  Hall,  High 
School  the  Rotch-Jones-Duff  House  built  by  Harvey  Gobell.  The  Sea 
Spray  also  provided  some  handiwork  for  a display.  There  was  also  a 
exhibit  of  paintings  given  to  the  Library  by  Rita  Steele,  along  with  her 
portrait  by  Dr.  London. 

Roof  repairs  necessitated  closing  the  Rogers  Room  for  a short  period. 
BOOKMOBILE 

1986  was  an  especially  good  year  for  the  Bookmobile.  The  few  repairs 
were  minor  ones,  and  for  a thirty-year-old  vehicle  the  Bookmobile  is  in 
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a class  by  itself.  We  were  again  able  to  serve  St.  Joseph’s  School,  which 
has  a very  small  library.  The  children  all  seem  to  look  forward  to  our 
visits  there. 

As  in  the  past,  our  trips  to  Bradford  Russell,  Green  Meadows,  and 
Dana  Court  were  most  enjoyable,  and  our  contact  with  the  people  there 
was  most  satisfying. 

The  summer  residents  have  once  more  proven  how  much  they  look 
forward  to  our  weekly  stops,  and  we  want  to  thank  them  all  for  their 
patience  and  good  fellowship. 

Our  circulation  is  once  again  on  the  upswing.  We  anticipate  each  stop 
during  the  week  and  like  to  think  that  we  are  helpful  to  both  children 
and  adults.  We  look  forward  to  the  most  successful  year  ever. 

PROGRAMS 

Story  hours  by  Jeanne  Adshead  continued  to  be  popular  enough  to 
warrant  double  sessions. 

Children’s  summer  programs  — Risa  the  Clown,  Stetson  the 
magician,  Toby  Dills  the  storyteller,  T-shirt  decorating,  mask  making, 
Dr.  Seuss  day  — all  set  records  for  attendance.  The  summer  was  capped 
by  the  second  annual  Teddy  and  adults.  We  look  forward  to  the  most 
successful  year  Bear  Parade  which  drew  nearly  200  arcturophiles. 

Everett  Downing  presented  a slide  program  in  the  spring  dealing  with 
Martha’s  Vineyard  and  another  in  the  fall  on  Egypt.  Henry  Callan 
spoke  about  and  evaluated  Christmas  antiques  and  Dorothea  Pauli’s 
reading  of  “A  Child’s  Christmas  in  Wales”  preceded  and  enhanced  a 
film  on  the  subject.  In  the  spring  and  fall  a variety  of  films  were  also 
shown. 

STAFF  AND  TRUSTEES 

Several  people  joined  the  staff  this  year.  William  D.  Schneller,  a 
Marist  College  graduate,  is  our  new  Reference  and  Technical  Services 
Librarian.  He  is  working  on  a Master  of  Library  Science  degree  at 
Simmons  College  and  previously  worked  at  the  George  Washington 
University  Libraries.  He  has  taught  school  in  New  Jersey  (his  home 
state),  Pennsylvania,  and  at  St.  Joseph’s  in  Fairhaven.  His  background, 
dedication,  and  interest  in  the  library  profession  have  already  proved 
invaluable  to  us. 

Jacqueline  Newton,  a Boston  University  graduate,  was  hired  in 
January  and  has  managed  almost  single-handedly  to  keep  the  books 
shelved,  the  catalog  weeded  and  has  become  indispensible  to  us. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  McClain  is  our  latest  “acquisition.”  Her  career  has  been 
varied,  including  extensive  and  impressive  service  in  the  nursing

profession  all  over  the  country  (part  of  this  on  a Navajo  reservation!). 
She  is  volunteering  her  time  and  knowledge  on  the  Bookmobile, 
fulfilling  her  childhood  ambition  to  work  in  a library. 

Jeremy  Tyler,  a student,  helped  keep  the  Library  and  grounds  tider 
during  the  summer. 


New  Trustees  appointed  in  December  of  1986  were  Edward  J. 
Lefkowicz,  dealer  in  and  publisher  of  fine  marine  books,  and  Bruce  O. 
Bendiksen,  an  attorney.  They  have  both  already  proven  to  be  interested 
in  and  helpful  to  the  operation  of  the  Library. 

LIBRARY  STATISTICS 

This  year  was  one  of  many  changes,  most  of  them  in  behind-the- 
scenes  operations.  These  modifications  gave  us  more  time  to  attend  to 
services  and  to  start  on  a massive  weeding  campaign.  3,152  items  were 
discarded  from  the  collection.  These  no-longer-used  items  stocked  the 
Library ’s  first  used  book  sale  on  Homecoming  Day. 

3,581  items  were  added  to  the  collection,  making  our  total  holdings 
91,492.  Borrowers  registered  or  renewed  in  1986  numbered  1,615, 
bringing  total  borrower  registration  to  4,896. 

Interlibrary  loan  accounted  for  316  books  obtained  from  libraries  as 
far  away  as  Washington  state  for  Fairhaven  people. 

Total  circulation  was  77,999  items  loaned  in  1986. 

LIBRARY  USE 

Many  groups  made  use  of  the  Rita  Steele  Auditorium.  Audiovisual 
equipment  was  also  made  available  to  non-profit  organizations.  School 
classes  toured  the  library  and  several  groups  of  Japanese  people  came  to 
view  the  Samurai  sword  and  to  obtain  information  on  Manjiro.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Council  on  Aging  lost  a very  valuable  and  dedicated  member  when 
Monica  Belliveau  passed  away  on  May  8,  1986.  She  was  a very  active 
advocate  for  services  and  programs  to  aid  the  seniors  with  their  problems. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  two  retirees  from  the  Selectmen’s 
Office  to  be  appointed  to  Coastline  Elderly  Services,  Inc.  to  represent  the 
Fairhaven  Council  on  Aging.  Doris  Blanchard  to  the  advisory  Council 
and  Alice  Torres  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  Doris  Blanchard  was  also 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  a member  of  the  Council  on  Aging. 
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The  growth  of  Seniors  60  and  over  is  rapidly  increasing  and  so  are  the 
problems  which  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs,  Area  Agencies  on 
Aging,  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and  all  Councils  on  Aging  are  striving 
to  help  by  initiating  new  programs  throughout  the  state.  In  Fairhaven 
there  are  4,018  Seniors  60  and  over,  700  of  these  are  over  80  years  of  age. 

Units  of  service  this  year  amounted  to  73,901  with  2,987  individual 
Seniors  served.  We  could  never  accomplish  the  units  of  service  we  deliver 
without  the  help  of  volunteers.  The  hours  contributed  by  these  dedicated 
people  when  totaled  adds  up  to  $24,318.40  this  past  year.  The  hours 
worked  by  Senior  Aides  paid  by  Coastline  and  the  Volunteers  who  deliver 
home  delivered  meals  and  are  paid  a stipend  from  Coastline  from  State 
Funds  amounts  to  $11,544.00;  Total  $35,862.40.

Our  greatest  accomplishment  this  past  year  has  been  the  success  of  the 
Adult  Social  Dare  Care  Program.  The  Director,  Linda  Silvia  who 
coordinates  the  program  and  activities,  has  been  very  fortunate  in  having 
five  volunteers  who  help  her  plan  and  teach  new  activities. 
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Our  goal  this  year  is  to  continue  to  serve  the  Seniors  and  to  expand  our 
services.  We  extend  an  invitation  to  any  Fairhaven  resident  who  would 
like  to  visit  us.  We  are  open  every  day  (except  holidays)  8:00  a.m.-4:00  p.m. 


HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  during  the  past  year  was  involved  in  various 
projects  in  many  areas  of  our  town.  The  meetings  were  well  attended 
and  productive.  The  efforts  of  the  members  were  instrumental  in  the 
accomplishment  of  our  projects. 

A major  project  was  the  replacement  of  the  gun  carriages  at  Ft. 
Phoenix.  Mr.  Donald  Bernard  advised  the  Commission  that  the 
carriages  had  deteriorated  to  a point  where  the  cannons  were  becoming 
a hazard.  A program  to  have  the  carriages  replaced  was  instituted  by 
Mr.  Bernard  and,  thru  his  efforts,  the  project  was  completed. 

The  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  advised  that  the 
application  to  have  the  Millicent  Library  placed  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Sites  had  been  approved  and  was  being  forwarded 
to  Washington. 

Three  groups  of  Japanese  students  were  escorted  on  a tour  of 
Fairhaven  by  Donald  Bernard  in  buses  provided  by  the  Medeiros  Bus 
Co.  of  Fairhaven.  The  tour  outlined  the  history  of  Manjiro 
Nakahama’s  stay  in  Fairhaven.  A reception  was  held  in  the  Millicent 
Library  by  the  Historical  Society  and  members  of  the  Commission.  The 
Fairhaven  Improvement  Association  donated  a cup  plate  of  the  Town 
of  Fairhaven  to  each  student.  The  tour  was  much  appreciated  by  the 
students. 

Other  areas  in  which  the  Commission  was  active  are  the  Indian 
Burial  Grounds  located  at  Wigwam  Beach  on  Sconticut  Neck,  the 
Taber  Lot  playground  at  the  rear  of  the  Anthony  School,  the  land  on 
which  the  wall  of  the  Thomas  Taber  home,  built  in  1675,  is  located,  and 
the  Fire  Museum  located  on  Spring  St.  The  Academy  Building,  the  Old 
Stone  School  House,  Ft.  Phoenix  and  the  Moby  Dick  Trail  were 
maintained. 
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The  Commission  was  saddened  this  past  year  by  the  death  of  two  of 
its  members.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Potter  and  Mr.  Kenneth  R.  Vining.  Both 
were  dedicated  to  the  goals  of  the  Commission  and  contributed  a great 
deal  to  its  achievements.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  had  an  increasingly  busy  year  due  to  much 
increased  building  activity  and  development. 

Additional  meetings  were  held  as  Site  Plan  Reviews  now  call  for 
Public  Hearings  which  has  resulted  in  an  increased  work  load  for  the 
Board. 

In  addition  many  new  Sub-Divisions  were  proposed  — ending  a 
condition  where  very  few  had  been  activated  during  the  last  15  years. 

The  condition  of  the  Route  6 business  area  continued  to  be  cause  for 
concern,  resulting  in  new  Zoning  By-Laws  being  adopted  to  better 
control  that  of  new  facilities.  Those  previously  in  place  can  only  be 
corrected  by  better  Zoning  Regulation  enforcement  or  by  rehabilitation 
whenever  that  should  occur. 

Too  many  used  car  lots  and  areas  with  Junk  Yard  conditions  prevail, 
which  tend  to  decrease  property  values.  It  is  hoped  that  agencies 
responsible  for  controlling  enforcement  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
clean  up  these  conditions. 

The  Board  has  discussed  requirements  where  funding  needs  demand 
mandated  Public  Housing  as  part  of  the  conditions  for  securement. 
Some  confusion  exists  in  this  matter  between  members  of  the  Board  and 
the  opinions  of  SRPEDD.  Steps  are  being  taken  for  clarification. 

Members  were  saddened  by  the  passing  of  Mr.  Kenneth  Vining,  Mr. 
PLANNER;  a past  member  who  had  served  the  Board  for  many  years. 
His  advice  will  be  missed. 
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The  Board  members  attendance  at  meetings  had  improved  considerably, 
resulting  in  business  being  conducted  more  expeditiously.

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BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


1986  was  a banner  year  for  construction  in  the  Town  of  Fairhaven. 
There  were  25  single  family  housing  starts,  which  is  the  highest  figures 
since  1973.  We  also  had  the  first  ever  residential  condominium  units 
started  this  year.  They  are  the  Dana  Farms  Condos  on  Main  St.  and  the 
Ocean  Meadow  Condos  on  Washington  St.  combining  for  a total  of  86 
housing  units,  with  more  expected  for  next  year. 

In  part,  due  to  the  Condos,  there  has  been  a 63%  increase  in  the 
dollar  value  of  residential  construction  since  last  year.  Also  commercial 
construction  was  up  68%  over  last  year.  Some  of  the  major  commercial 
projects  started  were  a Boat  Storage  Rack  at  Earl’s  Marina,  the 
Fairhaven  Center  for  Business,  2 Whaler  Ministorage  Buildings,  a 5 
Store  Building  in  Bridge  St.,  Swift  Dart  Subaru,  an  addition  to  Berdon 
Plaza,  a 4 Unit  Industrial  Building  in  Lambeth  Park  and  Fairhaven 
Business  Bays.  In  all,  the  total  estimated  dollar  figure  for  1986  was 
$14,293,164  compared  to  $5,480,794  last  year. 

Due  to  the  enormous  amount  of  building  occurring,  with  no 
immediate  end  in  sight,  the  Building  Department  is  requesting  a full- 
time assistant  building  inspector  and  a part-time  clerk  for  fiscal  year 


The  Building  Department  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  many  other  town  departments  we  work  with  daily  for  the  full 
cooperation  they  have  extended  us  this  past  year.  We  would  also  like  to 
thank  the  builders  and  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  in  our  effort 
to  provide  well-built,  safe  and  adequate  building  in  the  Town  of 
Fairhaven.

These  developmenmts  are  financed  by  a grant  issued  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  which  exercises  general  supervision 
over  the  Authority  through  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development. 

An  application  for  additional  housing  was  filed  by  the  Authority  on 
November  9,  1984  and  on  April  29,  1985  the  Authority  received  a signed 
Contract  for  Financial  Assistance  granting  the  additional  housing.  This 
grant  will  serve  to  rehabilitate  the  Anthony  School  plus  the  building  of  an 
addition  which  will  house  a total  of  twenty-four  (24)  units  of  667  Elderly 
and  Handicap  apartments.  The  grant  will  also  provide  Family  Housing, 
which  will  consist  of  three  (3)  duplexes,  one  (1)  barrier  free,  to  be  built  on 
Ash  Street  in  North  Fairhaven.  Construction  will  begin  in  the  early  part  of 


During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a turn  over  of  twenty-one  (21) 
apartments.  There  were  nine  (9)  deaths,  eight  (8)  went  into  nursing  homes, 
and  four  (4)  people  went  to  live  with  relatives. 

The  community  rooms  of  these  developments  are  being  fully  utilized  by 
many  Senior  Groups.

At  Oxford  Terrace,  Project  667-3,  the  complex  still  has  a problem  with 
existing  leaks  at  the  connecting  links.  The  replacement  of  the  Facial 
Boards  and  the  installation  of  flashing  should  correct  this  problem. 
Permission  was  granted  for  these  repairs  and  the  Authroity  went  out  to  bid 
in  1986,  but  no  bidders  responded.  The  Authority  plans  going  out  to  bid 
once  again,  sometime  in  1987. 

The  Fairhaven  Housing  Authority  is  locally  managed  by  Stanley  A. 
Wojcik,  Executive  Director  and  Urania  M.  Oliveira,  Administrative 
Assistant. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1986  brought  with  it  some  unique  problems  for  the  Police 
Department  to  face.  The  Department  had  some  tense  moments  with  the 
Fishermen’s  strike  and  again  later  in  the  year  with  the  strike  at  the 
Telephone  Company.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police,  the  surrounding  Towns  of  Mattaspoisett,  Acushnet  and 
Dartmouth  Police  Departments,  the  waterfront  situation  was  handled 
without  any  major  injuries  to  the  public. 

The  work  load  for  the  year  1986  increased  tremendously,  both  for  the 
uniform  branch  and  the  Detective  Division.  The  uniform  branch 
answered  a total  of  12,356  calls  for  service,  reflecting  an  increas  of  1,652 
since  1985.  Although  a great  effort  was  made  to  make  our  streets  and 
highways  safer,  the  department  investigated  762  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  resulting  in  310  injuries  and  2 fatalities. 

The  Detective  Division,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Donald 
Joseph,  investigated  258  cases,  ranging  from  breaking  and  entering  to 
suspicious  deaths,  resulting  in  105  arrests.  The  one  area  that  we  are 
concerned  about  is  the  increase  in  house  breaks.  A concentrated  effort 
by  both  the  Police  Department  and  general  public  is  the  only  way  to 
successfully  combat  and  reduce  these  crimes  of  property.  Officer  Macy 
Joseph  III,  who  is  our  Crime  Prevention  Officer,  together  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  public,  has  introduced  “The  Neighborhood  Crime 
Watch  Program”.  This  program  needs  the  support  of  our  residents  to 
succeed. 
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The  Emergency  Medical  Services  Unit  and  the  Highway-Safety 
Division  has  been  combined  and  comes  under  the  direction  of  Macy 
Joseph  III.  The  Highway-Safety  Unit  deals  mainly  with  our  children 
and  schools,  providing  safety  and  awareness  programs  for  our  students. 
Officer  Joseph  spent  many  hours  instructing  the  children  in  the  many 
safety  programs  such  as  bus  evacuation,  riding  bikes  and  walking  to 
school.  Officer  Joseph  also  introduced  a stranger  awareness  program 
called  “Patches  the  Pony”.  This  program  is  done  with  a live  pony  and 
has  been  adopted  by  all  elementary  schools  in  Town,  making  our 
children  more  aware  of  strangers. 

During  the  year  1986,  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Unit 
responded  to  810  calls  requiring  medical  attention.  The  ambulance 
servcie,  provided  by  this  unit  to  our  residents  for  emergency 
transportation,  is  still  provided  free  of  charge  to  the  public. 

The  year  1986  saw  the  retirement  of  Officer  Jacintho  Andrade,  a 
police  officer  since  the  early  fifties.  Officer  Andrade  was  a credit  to  the 
Police  Department  and  will  be  sorely  missed.  Two  new  officers,  Paul 
Santos  and  Philip  Lacerda,  were  added  to  the  Department  upon 
graduation  from  the  Police  Academy.  However,  this  still  leaves  the 
department  two  officers  short  of  our  full  complement. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Department, 
the  Police  Departments  of  the  surrounding  communities,  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police,  the  office  of  the  District  Attorney,  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  all  the  Boards  and  their  employees;  and 
most  importantly,  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  for  the 
cooperation  the  have  offered  to  both  me  and  the  Police  Department.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND 
ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

During  1986  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  continued  its  membership  in  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District. 
SRPEDD  is  a planning  and  economic  development  agency  formed 
under  state  law  to  serve  twenty-eight  communities  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts  by  providing  a cooperative  approach  to  regional  issues. 
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The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting  of  a chief  elected 
official  or  designee  and  a planning  board  representative  from  each 
participating  municipality  and  six  low-income  and  minority 
representatives.  Fairhaven’s  representatives  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen’s  Office  and  Planning  Board  respectively,  are  Nicholas 
Tangney  and  Raymond  Fleurent,  who  serve  on  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  Agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use,  economic 
development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid  waste,  energy 
resources  and  conservation  and  air  and  water  quality.  Local 
participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables  communities  to  be  eligible 
for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  development, 
SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns  Through  the  free  municipal 
assistance  program,  each  community  receives  time  for  local  projects  and 
assistance  in  preparing  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

SRPEDD  provided  zoning  advice  to  the  planning  board  and 
prepared  a Housing  Needs  Analysis  of  the  Fairhaven  Waterfront 
district. 

Approval  of  over  $21  million  in  regional  grant  applications  to  federal 
and  state  agencies  and  of  over  $11  million  in  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds. 

Environmental  assessment  reviews  of  state  and  federally  funded 
projects,  and  reviews  of  all  local  zoning  amendments.  The  reviews  are 
advisory  and  are  oriented  toward  making  proposals  more  cost-effective 
and  feasible. 

The  District  has  provided  the  two  regional  transit  authorities  (SRTA 
and  GATRA)  planning  Technical  assistance.  Surveys  of  ridership  to 
determine  purpose  of  trips,  number  of  trips,  location  of  residence  and 
work  place  and  need  for  expanded  services  were  conducted.  Commuter 
rail  service  to  the  District  was  also  analyzed  for  its  existing  use  and 
future  expansion.  The  development  for  providing  handicapped 
accessible  transit  service  was  also  a prime  concern. 

SEED,  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  Corporation, 
established  and  staffed  by  SRPEDD,  provides  low-interest,  long-term 
financing  to  small  business  in  southeastern  Massachusetts  through  the 
U.S.  Small  Business  Administration’s  “504”  Program  and  a $1  million 
revolving  loan  fund.  In  1986  SEED  assisted  eleven  businesses  which 
resulted  in  total  investments  of  $5.4  million  and  created  225  jobs. 
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SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member  communities. 

As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  municipalities  become 
increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  provide  technical  assistance  to 
local  boards,  encourage  cooperation  among  communities,  and  provide  a 
comprehensive  approach  to  issues  that  cross  local  boundaries.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Fairhaven  Recreation  Commission  has  provided  various 
programs  to  both  the  young  people  and  adults  in  the  town. 

The  Commission  is  proud  to  report  that  attendance  in  these  programs 
has  indicated  that  they  have  been  very  well  received  and  enjoyable  to 
the  residents. 

The  summer  programs  at  the  Hastings  Middle  School  are  popular  to 
the  young  people.  Various  activities  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
basketball,  weight  training,  ping  pong,  floor  hockey,  and  wiffle  ball  are 
offered.  In  addition,  the  “Park”  program,  also  at  Hastings,  is  very 
popular  with  the  younger  group  with  arts  and  crafts  along  with  other 
creative  activities  offered.  The  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Activity  Center 
and  the  Recreation  Commission  establishing  our  Arts  and  Crafts 
program  in  the  Center  in  1985  was  once  again  offered  in  1986.  Field 
trips  to  the  Westport  Water  Slide,  Lincoln  Park,  and  the  Zeiterion 
Theatre  were  very  popular  and  well  attended. 

The  Fairhaven  Tennis  Tournament,  under  the  direction  of  Gail 
Larsen,  who  also  taught  tennis  in  its  summer  program,  was  once  again 
very  successful  and  had  many  entrants  in  the  various  divisions. 

Summer  track,  a combination  of  instruction  and  meets  at  Fairhaven 
High  School  Stadium  track,  included  youngsters  from  age  three 
through  high  school.  Events  included  were:  long  and  triple  jump,  high 
jump,  shot  put,  and  discus  throw  and  running  events  and  relays.  At 
various  intervals  track  meets  were  held  and  ribbons  were  awarded  to  all 
of  the  100  or  more  participants. 

Adult  programs  at  both  the  Middle  School  and  High  School  gyms 
were  offered  throughout  the  winter.  Youngsters  found  Saturday 
mornings  at  the  Hastings  gym  the  place  to  be  with  co-educational 
activities  of  various  natures  available  to  all  who  attended. 
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Once  again,  public  skating  at  Hetland  Rink  during  the  February 
school  vacation  proved  to  be  very  popular. 

The  Commission  continued  its  help  in  the  operation  of  the  Fairhaven 
Youth  Basketball  League.  Volunteer  coaches  and  local  sponsors  have 
helped  to  make  this  program  a huge  success. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  supported  our  programs  and  also  wish 
to  thank  the  School  Department  and  Activity  Center  for  their 
cooperation.  Without  the  use  of  their  facilities  we  would  not  be  able  to 
carry  on  our  programs. 

Hopefully  the  residents  will  continue  to  support  our  programs. 
Suggestions  are  welcomed  to  enlarge  and  improve  recreation  for  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  past  year,  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  has  once  again 
broadened  its  responsibilities  with  the  enactment  of  the  newly  updated 
“Underground  Storage  Tanks”  regulations  that  was  initiated  by  the 
E.P.A.  and  administered  by  local  fire  departments  under  the  direction 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Fire  Marshall’s  Office.  The  program 
commenced  in  April  of  1986  and  as  of  this  writing  is  about  completed. 
The  enforcement  of  this  program  has  been  time  consuming  and 
frustrating  as  well.  These  programs,  like  others  we  have  encountered, 
such  as  the  smoke  detector  program  and  others,  continue  to  tax  our 
already  undermanned  department.  This  statement  is  made  based  on  the 
fact  that  we  have  less  permanent  Firefighters  at  present  than  we  had  a 
decade  ago.  The  disturbing  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  workload  of 
planning,  on-site  inspections,  training,  and  other  responsibilities  have 
more  than  doubled  in  the  last  ten  years. 

This  trend  of  increasing  responsibilities  is  expected  to  continue  with 
the  implementation  of  new  laws  and  regulations  that  will  include 
hazardous  waste  responses  and  investigations  which  will  include 
recordkeeping  as  well  as  other  pertinent  training  and  exercises.  Another 
concern  will  be  the  involvement  and  planning  of  evacuation  and 
training  with  respect  to  a possible  nuclear  accident  which  might  be  a 
threat  to  our  area.  All  of  these  factors  require  manpower  and  training  as 
well. 

In  the  past  few  years  alone  the  town  has  experienced  a tremendous 
expansion  of  growth  in  such  areas  as  multi-family  housing  as  well  as  in 
the  business  community.  This  type  of  expansion  increases  dramatically 
the  need  for  more  inspections  and  monitoring  by  this  department. 

In  addition  to  the  previously  mentioned  responsibilities  is  the  fact 
that  contractual  agreements  between  the  town  and  its  employees 
likewise  put  a strain  on  our  resources.  This  liberal  broadenization  of 
contructual  agreements  creates  new  problems  from  a financial 
managerial  point  of  view. 

All  of  the  facts  mentioned  herein  create  many  new  demands  on  this 
department.  We  can  no  longer  expect  to  broaden  future  responsibilities 
with  our  present  undermanned  staff  of  Firefighters.  In  the  area  of 
training  alone,  we  find  it  most  difficult  to  conduct  training  sessions, 
which  at  the  present  time  is  being  done  in  a piece-meal  fashion. 

On  a brighter  tone,  we  are  happy  to  announce  the  appointment  of 
Permanent  Fire  Lieutenant  David  L.  Crowley  as  the  town’s  first 
Permanent  Civil  Service  Deputy  Fire  Chief.  It  was  Deputy  Chief 
Crowley  who  was  instrumental  in  coordinating  and  enforcing  the  newly 
upgraded  “Underground  Storage  Tank  Regulation”. 
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In  October  we  received  with  regret  the  resignation  of  permanent 
Firefighter  Edward  Morris,  a fifteen  year  veteran  of  the  department.  In 
November  we  also  received  with  regret  the  resignation  of  permanent 
Firefighter  William  Tucker.  Tucker  was  an  eight  year  veteran  of  the 
permanent  force.  To  both  Morris  and  Tucker,  we  sincerly  thank  them 
for  their  dedicated  service  to  the  town  and  wish  them  well  in  their  future 
endeavors. 

In  a move  to  replace  Firefighters  Morris  and  Tucker,  the  town  has 
hired  the  first  female  Firefighter  in  Call  Firefighter  Nancy  J.  Reynolds 
and  Call  Firefighter  David  M.  Faunce,  son  of  long-time  Fire  Lieutenant 
Earl  Faunce.  Both  appointments  were  made  pending  successful  passing 
of  a strength  test,  physical  examination,  and  recruit  training  by  the 
Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy. 

At  the  last  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  purchase  a certain  amount  of 
large  diamter  hose  (4-inch).  This  hose  and  its  related  equipment  is  now 
in  service  and  operating.  At  this  writing,  it  has  already  seen  service.  Its 
last  use  was  at  the  disasterous  fire  in  Fall  River  (Kerr  Mill  fire).  Because 
we  had  this  type  of  hose  in  our  arsenal  of  equipment,  we  were  able  to 
perform  a vital  service  at  that  fire.  In  addition  to  our  large  diameter 
hose,  we  have  acquired  a 2,200  gallon  fold-a-tank  which  works  in 
conjunction  with  the  large  diameter  hose.  This  equipment  will  be  a vital 
asset  when  we  respond  to  mutual  aid  calls  from  other  communities. 
Likewise,  we  can  also  receive  the  same  benefits  from  other  community 
fire  departments  as  well.  All  this  updating  of  equipment  would  not  have 
been  possible  without  the  support  of  our  town  meeting  friends.  For  this, 
we  thank  you. 

Commencing  on  January  1,  1986  and  running  through  December  31, 
1986,  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  responded  to  a total  of  1550  calls. 
Included  in  this  figure  is  a variety  of  calls  and/or  alarms.  The  following 
breakdown  is  offered.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  1986-1987  has  been  a busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Health. 
Exploring  the  means  available  to  furnish  sanitary  sewer  to  areas  that  are 
a potential  health  risk  has  resulted  in  some  very  definite  plans  and 
priorities  being  adopted. 

The  pioneer  project  in  the  program  was  the  installation  of  sanitary 
sewer  in  Elizabth  Street.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  excellent 
joining  of  efforts  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of 
Health. 

A joint  article  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  sewering  of  the  remainder  of  Route  6 and  most  of  East 
Fairhaven  was  placed  on  the  warrant  for  a Special  Town  Meeting.  An 
article  to  sewer  a section  of  Alden  Road,  Julia  and  Gardner  Street  is 
being  submitted  at  the  same  meeting. 

The  Town  Board  of  Health  sponsored  eight  immunization  clinics.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  three  flu  immunization  clinics  were  very  well 
attended.  This  is  an  excellent  example  of  preventative  medicine. 

Our  walk-in  clinics  conducted  by  the  Community  Nurses  on  Tuesday 
and  Friday  afternoons  from  2:00  p.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  each  week  have  been 
well  attended.  These  clinics  offer  an  available  monitoring  service  for  the 
elderly  and  for  those  with  chronic  health  complaints  and  disabilities.  All 
of  the  reported  cases  of  communicable  and  reportable  disease  have  been 
investigated  and  handled  in  accordance  with  State  and  Federal 
Regulations. 

There  is  a continued  effort  to  reduce  the  litter  in  Town.  This  is  a 
problem  worsening  year  by  year. 

It  should  be  noted  that  our  laboratory  has  been  a busy  place.  There 
have  been  numerous  requests  of  the  Board  for  water  testing  because  of 
high  iron  and  discoloration  of  Fairhaven  water. 

Both  Sanitarians  have  witnessed  numerous  percolation  tests.  This 
procedure  is  very  time  consuming  because  so  many  of  these  tests  are 
made  in  marginal  areas  necessitating  numerous  holes  and  tests  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Sanitary  Code,  Title  V. 

After  discussion  with  appropriate  State  authority  and  engineers,  the 
Board  of  Health  passed  a by-law  increasing  the  minimum  distance 
between  wells  and  subsurface  disposal  areas.  This  was  done  for  the 
long-range  protection  of  new  home  owners. 
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We  have  become  aware  that  the  volume  of  waste  dumped  into  our 
sanitary  landfill  is  increasing.  It  is  felt  that  a portion  of  this  waste  has 
originated  from  out-of-town  sources.  A fee  structure  and  a more 
stringent  control  program  has  been  adopted  for  the  operation  of  our 
landfill  facility.  These  changes  should  increase  the  life  expectancy  of  this 
facility  and  ensure  a more  efficient  operation.

Sanitarian’s  Report  (1) 

The  word  to  describe  1986  is  involvement.  Through  State  mandates 
and  Town  activities,  the  Board  of  Health  became  active  in  many 
projects.  The  treatment  plant  expansion  required  numerous 
informational  gatherings.  Sewer  extensions  then  became  the  next 
priority,  and  the  statement  of  needs  was  addressed  by  the  Board  after 
house  to  house  assessments  had  been  carried  out  and  reported.  These 
two  large  projects  are  on-going,  and  their  full  impact  on  the  Town,  both 
growth-wise  and  financially,  still  remains  to  be  seen. 

Due  to  continued  complaints  on  misuse  of  dumpsters  by  renters  and 
poor  dumpster  maintenance,  some  additional  regulations  were  adopted. 

The  sanitary  landfill  came  more  into  our  focus  with  neighboring 
towns  experiencing  a crunch  due  to  nearly  full  to  capacity  conditions. 
The  Board  of  Health  quickly  realized  that  the  Fairhaven  landfill  was 
filling  far  more  rapidly  than  ever  in  the  past.  To  protect  the  Town’s 
interest  and  safeguard  our  future  landfill  needs,  some  difficult  steps 
were  necessary,  and  the  outcome  was  the  adoption  of  the  Sanitary 
Landfill  Regulations. 

For  the  same  reasons,  the  Board  adopted  new  amendments  to  Title  V 
of  the  State  Environmental  Code  which  govern  subsurface  sewage 
disposal  systems.  These  amendments  are  aimed  at  averting  further 
overcrowding  in  marginal  or  poor  soil  areas  where  subsurface  sewage 
disposal  systems  would  be  required  and  near  saturated,  wet  areas  abut. 
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All  of  these  regulations  and  amendments  were  first  of  their  kind, 
tough  decisions  made  by  the  Board  of  Health.  For  the  Board  to  make 
intelligent  choices  on  these  and  daily  matters,  they  have  to  receive  and 
understand  on  many  levels  much  information,  background  and 
assessments  gathered  for  them  by  the  Sanitarians. 

The  usual  activities  required  of  a Sanitarian  were  attended  to  as  well. 
There  were  ninety-seven  food  establishments,  schools,  lounges,  and 
nursing  homes  which  werre  inspected  at  least  twice  annually;  seven 
Chapter  II  “Minimum  Standards  of  Fitness  for  Human  Habitation” 
inspections;  about  eight  hundred  laboratory  analyses  gathered  from 
drinking  water,  rivers,  ponds,  streams,  beaches,  wells,  marinas  and  the 
treatment  plant  effluent  waters;  numerous  complaint  investigations  and 
follow-ups;  percolation  test  observations;  sanitary  landfill  inspections; 
mobile  food  inspections;  swimming  pool  location  inspections  and 
inspections  of  outside  fairs  which  are  advertised  as  open  to  the  public. 

In  conclusion,  the  year  has  been  busy,  often  hectic,  demanding, 
consuming  and  one  hundred  percent  enjoyable.

Sanitarian’s  Report  (2) 

The  problem  of  defective  subsurface  sewage  disposal  systems  has  been 
greatly  alleviated  with  the  installation  of  sewers  in  the  area  of  Prince 
and  Eddy  Streets  and  Mill  Road  and  the  recent  sanitary  sewer 
installation  on  Elizabeth  Street. 

This  past  year  has  also  demonstrated  that  developers  have  been  very 
much  interested  in  subdividing  various  sections  of  land,  whether  in 
sewered  or  unsewered  areas.  The  design  of  subsurface  disposal  of 
sanitary  sewage  and  drainage  in  unsewered  areas  of  the  Town  must  be 
studied  carefully  before  allowing  a proposed  installation. 

Many  expensive  repairs  in  accordance  with  State,  and  local 
regulations  have  been  accomplished  this  past  year.  These  repairs  with 
variance  must  be  also  studied  carefully,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
feasibility  and  expense  to  the  property  owner. 

I would  like  to  reiterate  that  the  installation  of  public  sewers  in  the 
many  unsewered  areas  of  Fairhaven  would  aid  immeasurably  in 
maintaining  the  health  of  Fairhaven  residents. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  once  again  assist  the  Board  of  Health  and  its 
associates  in  their  endeavor  to  protect  the  health  of  Fairhaven  residents.

SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 


Pursuant  to  provisions  of  Section  34  Chapter  ;98  of  the  General 
Laws,  I herewith  present  the  report  of  activities  of  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1986. 

Once  again  all  the  weighing  and  measuring  devices  used  for  the 
purpose  of  buying  or  selling  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  for  hire 
reward,  or  public  weighing,  were  tested.  All  devices  that  were  found  to 
be  accurate  or  adjusted  to  be  accurate  were  sealed  as  correct  with  a 
green  inspection  sticker.  The  devices  that  did  not  pass  inspection  were 
removed  from  service,  until  they  were  either  repaired  or  replaced. 

During  the  year  416  devices  were  sealed  as  correct,  accounting  for 
$1,539  in  deposits  to  the  town  coffers. 

In  closing  I urge  the  residents  of  the  town  to  contact  the  Sealer,  if  for 
any  reason  they  doubt  the  accuracy  of  any  weighing  or  measuring 
device  in  the  town.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

1986  has  been  a year  of  continued  growth  for  Fairhaven  Civil 
Defense.  The  new  permanent  headquarters  in  the  Mill  Road  Pumping 
Station  are  rounding  into  shape  with  storage  space  not  only  for  our 
primary  vehicles,  but  also  for  the  supplies  and  maintenance  equipment 
necessary  to  keep  us  operational. 

Fairhaven  Civil  Defense,  which  assists  both  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  year  round,  has  a small  but  dedicated  group  of  volunteers 
who  spend  many  hours  serving  not  only  Fairhaven,  but  also  our 
neighboring  communities.  Through  mutual  aid,  we  provide  assistance 
for  the  towns  of  Acushnet,  Mattapoisett  and  Dartmouth. 

The  Emergency  Operating  Center,  the  town  central  Communications 
Center,  has  been  established  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  on  Washington 
Street  and  will  be  fully  operational  by  the  time  this  report  is  published. 
With  the  proper  facilities  and  equipment  and  a carefully  coordinated 
plan  of  attack,  we  feel  confident  of  being  able  to  handle  the  most 
devastating  emergencies. 

1986  saw  Fairhaven  Civil  Defense  assist  the  police  department  at 
accidents,  adapt  a storm  stand-by  policy  for  rain  or  snowstorms,  and 
assist  at  the  disastrous  Kerr  Mill  fire  in  Fall  River. 

We  also  provided  assistance  at  many  town  functions  including  the 
Fire  Muster,  North  Fairhaven  Halloween  Parade,  High  School  Band 
practices,  Christmas  Carol  sing  at  Town  Hall,  Christmas  Tree  Lighting 
and  Flagpole  ceremony,  the  Memorial  Day  Parade,  Fairhaven  Road 
Race,  Coors  Bike  Race  and  the  Homecoming  Day  Fair. 

Civil  Defense  has  continued  to  upgrade  and  improve  the  quality  of 
our  vehicles  to  provide  more  reliable  service  to  the  community.  Recent 
acquisitions  include  a Ford  utility  pickup  from  the  BPW,  a boat  from 
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the  Shellfish  Warden  and  two  Step  Vans  from  the  Standard-Times.  One 
of  these  vans  has  been  converted  into  our  new  Emergency  Lighting 
Truck  and  the  other  into  a Mobile  Communications  Van. 

Several  of  our  members  ahve  attended  training  sessions  at  the  Civil 
Defense  Training  Academy  in  Topsfield.  We  also  have  members 
attending  classes  to  achieve  Technicians  Licenses  to  operate  the  2-meter 
radio,  which  is  the  emergency  communications  link  throughout  the 
state. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire 
Department,  the  BPW,  the  other  departments  and  all  the  residents  of 
Fairhaven  for  their  cooperation  and  support  this  past  year.

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TOWN  PLANNER 


The  Town  Planner  has  been  aboard  over  15  years  and  during  that 
period  remarkable  changes  have  taken  place  in  Fairhaven.  Much  has 
been  accomplished  in  upgrading  the  Town’s  infrastructural 
characteristics  in  many  areas.  Sewer  lines  have  been  installed,  drainage 
and  water  lines  improved,  many  streets  have  been  accepted  and  many 
upgraded.  The  Planner  has  helped  in  securing  funding,  rendering  advice 
and  some  “PUSH”  toward  getting  these  accomplished. 

Many  new  dwellings  have  been  provided,  many  of  the  Apartment 
type  variety.  We  now  have  many  condominiums  being  erected.  Many  apartment 
type  in  place  could  and  probably  will  be  changed  to  that  type  of 
ownership  when  owners  find  it  profitable  to  do  so.  Remarkably  our 
population  has  not  increased  and  our  school  enrollment  has  decreased 
over  30  percent. 

On  reviewing  all  the  above  plusses  the  Planner  is  at  a loss  to  find  any 
intelligent  reason  why  residential  taxpayers  have  had  increases  in  their 
tax  payout  — or  Bottom  Line.  There  appears  to  be  room  for  some 
investigative  action  to  check  out  this  condition. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  ennumerate  all  the  development  activity  that 
has  occured  during  the  year.  It  has  been  extensive,  varied  and 
continuous,  and  it  will  continue  for  at  least  the  next  five  years.  The  land 
still  available  for  development  under  A.T.T.  control  and  that  along 
Alden  Road  will  be  developed  during  that  period  and  changes  will  also 
take  place  in  the  Route  6 area. 

Conditions  on  Route  6,  Fairhaven’s  Strip  Development  area,  will  not 
improve  until  Zoning  By-Laws  are  enforced,  expected  redevelopment, 
or  both  occur.  Town  Meeting  passed  some  new  Zoning  By-Laws, 
allowing  the  Planning  Board  more  authority  where  new  development 
takes  place.  The  Board  is  using  these  to  advantage  — however 
developments  in  place  previously  are  not  affected. 

In  addition  an  Ad  Hoc  committee  is  reviewing  present  Zoning  By- 
Laws  to  determine  if  revisions  can  be  made  to  be  more  effective  and  in 
conformity  with  our  needs. 

For  almost  15  years  no  new  Sub-Divisions  were  activated  in 
Fairhaven.  Now  we  are  seeing  new  requests  for  these  in  several  areas.  If 
all  those  previously  approved,  plus  new  requests  are  developed,  they 
could  generate  ove  200  new  dwelling  units.  It  is  possible,  dependent 
upon  those  inhabiting  the  homes,  that  our  school  enrollments  declining 
trend  could  be  reversed.  One  of  the  reasons  why  Fairhaven’s  population 
and  school  enrollment  status  has  remained  static  during  the  last  3 years 
is  the  present  make  up  of  its  population.  We  have  an  ever  increasing 
elderly  population  along  with  an  ever  increasing  singles  group.  Despite 
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an  increasing  number  of  dwelling  units  we  have  not  felt  the  same  effect 
that  surrounding  communities  have.  These  conditions  may  have  an 
effect  on  the  future  of  Fairhaven. 

The  fact  that  land  values  and  housing  prices  have  increased 
dramatically  has  an  effect  on  our  population  size.  Young  people  do  not 
have  the  means  to  purchase  homes  in  Fairhaven.  This  should  be  of 
concern  for  the  future.  These  conditions  are  causing  Fairhaven  to  be  a 
more  affluent  community  limiting  its  residency  to  those  able  to  afford  it. 

Housing  trends  in  Fairhaven  are  leaning  toward  apartment  and 
condominium  types.  This  trend  will  continue  as  land  for  residential  use 
is  in  short  supply.  Increasing  pressure  will  be  exerted  on  sewering 
outlying  areas  for  development.  Increasing  land  values  will  warrant 
development  where  low  density  presently  prevails.  East  Fairhaven, 
Sconticut  Neck  and  West  Island  will  be  increasing  targets  for  housing 
developments.  Some  means  of  providing  municipal  sewerage  for  West 
Island  must  be  found,  especially  since  a municipal  water  supply  has 
been  provided.  Conditions  will  only  worsen  until  this  is  accomplished. 

Your  Town  Planner  was  again  disappointed  when  Town  Meeting  was 
persuaded  to  defeat  the  Articles  for  establishing  the  long  proposed 
Historic  Districts.  Many  of  those  opposed  continue  to  say  that  they 
reside  in  an  Historic  area  but  do  not  have  the  factual  conditions  to 
establish  the  fact.  Unless  the  proposed  districts  are  activated  as  such  in 
the  near  future  we  will  find  many  of  their  assets  being  bought  out  and 
put  to  other  uses.  Every  month  sees  the  character  and  use  of  areas 
undergoing  gradual  change.

The  Community  Nurse  Association  of  Fairhaven,  Inc.  provides  public 
health  nursing  to  the  residents  of  Fairhaven  through  a contractural 
agreement. 

We  continue  to  service  many  clients  through  our  health  promotion 
home  visits.  In  1986,  we  made  759  home  visits.  Health  promotion  visits 
are  made  to  newborns,  new  mothers,  residents  with  communicable 
diseases,  and  frail  elderly.  This  year’s  visits  represent  an  increase  of  11% 
over  1985.  We  continue  having  problems  with  receiving  newborn 
referrals  from  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  but  I have  met  with  the  Vice 
President  of  Nursing  Service  regarding  this,  and  hopefully  we  can  find  a 
solution  to  this  problrm  in  the  near  future. 

Childhood  immunization  clinics  have  been  held  throughout  the  year 
with  an  increase  of  15%  attendance  over  last  year.  Three  influenza 
clinics  were  held  this  year  with  excellent  attendance.  Total  injections 
given  in  the  clinics  and  to  homebound  patients  was  735.  This  represents 
a 20%  increase  in  attendance  over  last  year. 

Geriatric  health  counseling,  held  alternating  months  at  Green 
Meadows  and  Oxford  Terrace,  continue  to  be  offered  with  good 
attendance.  In  the  past  year,  we  have  added  blood  sugar  screenings  for 
appropriate  clients  at  these  sessions. 

We  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  Board  of  Health  this  past  year  and 
look  forward  to  continued  service  to  town  residents.

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FIRE  ALARM 


The  Fire  Alarm  Department  is  please  to  report  a very  quiet  year. 
However,  we  were  not  without  our  moments.  Especially  facing  the 
threat  of  hurricane  “Gloria”.  Fortunately  we  were  spared.  A hurricane 
strike  would  have  proved  disasterous  to  our  fire  alarm  network 
throughout  the  town. 

Since  the  time  of  my  last  report,  we  have  extended  our  fire  alarm 
wiring  from  Alden  Road  east  along  Bridge  Street  to  Mill  Road,  then 
north  along  Oak  Grove  Lane  to  Yankee  Lane  where  a new  street  box 
has  been  installed.  This  area  continues  to  show  signs  of  new  growth. 

At  ou"  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  replace  our  present 
antiquated  fire  alarm  control  console  and  circuit  panels  with  a more 
sophisticated  state-of-the-art  system.  Shortly,  the  new  system  will  be 
installed  and  should  prove  to  be  a further  asset  to  our  town. 

In  summary,  it  should  be  noted  that  in  the  past  year  alone,  we  have 
added  ten  new  Master  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  as  well  as  one  street  box  — 
certainly  a sign  of  our  continued  growth.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND  SUPERINTENDENT 


In  partial  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  of  Section  4 of  Chapter  72 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  I am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  the 
Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of  Fairhaven  relative  of  the  operations  of 
the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  for  the  fiscal  year  1986.  The  statistical 
information  contained  herewith  refers  to  the  1986  fiscal  year  and  the 
1985-86  school  year.  The  narrative  information  scans  the  calendar  year 
of  1986  and  relates  to  the  operation  of  the  school  system  as  it  is  at  the 
time  of  this  writing. 

INTRODUCTION 

We  have  recently  concluded  Collective  Bargaining  Agreements  for 
most  of  our  employee  groups,  most  notably  those  of  the  Fairhaven 
Educators’  Association  which  represents  the  teachers  and  professional 
administrators  of  the  system.  In  these  two  Collective  Bargaining 
Agreements,  we  have  completed  negotiations  for  those  areas  of  Chapter 
188  of  the  Acts  of  1985,  which  were  required  to  be  negotiated  in  the 
area  of  teacher  evaluations  and  the  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Grants 
(professional  incentive  awards). 

Significantly,  the  Collective  Bargaining  Agreements  have 
implemented  the  minimum  salary  for  teachers  at  $18,000  per  year.  The 
new  salary  schedule  which  is  retroactive  to  September  of  1986,  provides 
for  a salary  range  for  a beginning  teacher  on  the  Bachelor’s  Degree  level 
of  $18,000  going  to  a maximum  of  $27,264  for  a teacher  with  a 
Certificate  of  Advanced  Graduate  Study  and  ten  years  of  experience. 
Part  of  this  salary  schedule  has  been  funded  by  the  negotiated  inclusion 
of  $39,164  of  Chapter  188  Professional  Development  Grant  monies 
during  the  1986-87  school  year  and  the  further  inclusion  of  $39,164  in 
the  second  year  of  this  three  year  agreement. 

The  Professional  Development  Grants  contained  in  Chapter  188  (The 
School  Improvement  Act)  of  the  Acts  of  1985  provide  for  an  automatic 
grant  of  monies  for  the  increasing  of  teacher  compensation.  The  first 
two  installments  totaling  $53,960  were  passed  through  to  the  teachers  in 
the  form  of  equal  bonuses.  A large  part  of  the  intended  impact  of 
Chapter  188  is  to  increase  teachers  salaries  generally  across  the 
Commonwealth  in  order  to  provide  an  incentive  for  young  people  to 
consider  the  profession  of  teaching  and  thereby  alleviate  an  anticipated 
teacher  shortage,  which  should  be  occurring  in  four  to  five  more  years. 
There  were  two  financial  initiatives  provided  by  the  legislature  in  this 
Act.  First  was  an  incentive  to  the  local  communities  to  fund  the  increase 
of  salaries  from  the  initial  salary  contracted  to  teachers  under  $18,000  to 
fund  the  difference  between  their  salary  schedule  and  $18,000.  Secondly, 
the  Professional  Development  Grants  were  provided  for  the  stated 
purpose  of  upgrading  those  salaries  above  $18,000  to  alleviate  the  so 
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called  “ripple-effect”  Although  the  Town  and  the  School  Committee 
must  both  approve  the  $18,000  minimum  in  order  to  qualify  for  the 
incentive  grant,  the  Professional  Development  Grants  are  subject  to 
Collective  Bargaining  between  the  School  Committee  and  the  teachers. 
Therefore,  neither  the  School  Committee  nor  the  teachers  can 
unilaterally  determine  how  these  monies  shall  be  applied.  In  the  present 
instance  we  have  determined  that  these  monies  would  be  applied 
generally  to  fund  the  salary  schedule  as  negotiated  rather  than  agreeing 
to  pass  the  monies  through  to  the  teachers  in  form  of  bonuses  as  was 
the  case  last  year. 

SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

Construction  is  still  ongoing  at  the  Senior  High  School  in  the 
completion  of  the  extensive  renovation  of  the  boys’  locker  room  and 
shower  room.  The  progress  of  this  project  has  long  been  hampered  by 
the  availability  of  the  proper  marble  and  a technical  disagreement 
between  the  project  contractor  and  the  marble  sub-contractor.  For 
many  months,  this  project  was  in  disarray  pending  the  resolution  of  the 
various  problems  and  the  cutting  and  receipt  of  the  marble  from  the 
quarry  in  Vermont.  Happily,  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  the  marble  has 
been  received  and  this  project  is  rapidly  being  brought  to  a conclusion. 

The  Fairhaven  Alumni  Association  is  currently  completing  money 
raising  and  plans  for  the  restoration  of  the  lighting  in  Room  7 to  a 
different  fixture,  more  appropriate  to  the  period  of  the  high  school 
construction.  These  new  fixtures  will  replace  the  current  fluorescent 
lights  that  were  installed  in  1962. 

IMPLEMENTATON  OF  CHAPTER  188  - 
THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  ACT. 

Considerable  time  and  effort  has  been  expended  in  all  areas  of 
education  within  the  Commonwealth  in  the  implementation  of  Chapter 
188.  In  addition  to  the  Professional  Development  Grants  which  were 
mentioned  earlier,  following  are  some  of  the  other  proposals  which  have 
impinged  upon  the  opeation  of  the  schools  during  the  past  year. 


HORACE  MANN  GRANTS 

We  expect  to  be  receiving  $19,848  during  the  month  of  January  from 
the  State  Treasurer  to  implement  the  Horace  Mann  Grants.  These 
grants  are  intended  to  provide  for  a maximum  of  $2,500  per  individual 
teacher  to  fund  additional  responsibilities  beyond  their  normal 
employment  for  training,  curriculum  development,  drop-out  prevention 
and  in-service  instruction.  The  bargained  process  for  the  selection  of  the 
Horace  Mann  Teachers,  who  will  receive  these  stipends,  provides  for  the 
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setting  up  of  a selection  committee  with  joint  representation  from  the 
administration  and  from  the  teachers  union.  Specific  proposals  will  be 
submitted  by  individual  teachers  wishing  to  be  considered.  Individual 
teachers  or  groups  of  teachers  shall  provide  a proposal  on  approved 
application  forms  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  and 
subsequent  recommendation  to  the  School  Committee  for  the  grants  of 
monies.  The  grants  will  be  paid  at  the  conclusion  of  the  project  so 
approved. 

ESSENTIAL  SKILLS  GRANTS 

We  have  not  yet  received  any  Essential  Skills  Grants;  but  we  do 
expect  to  receive  some  favorable  action  on  a proposal  for  an  Essential 
Skills  Grant  to  improve  science  instruction  within  the  elementary 
schools.  Science  was  one  of  the  weaker  areas  in  Fairhaven’s  results  in 
the  statewide  curriculum  assessment. 

EDUCATIONAL  TECHNOLOGY  GRANTS 

We  have  received  approval  of  one  of  these  technology  grants  to 
continue  to  fund  Project  Marsh,  a study  of  wetlands  by  the  elementary 
school  pupils  in  the  Wood  School.  The  amount  of  this  grant  is 
$4,610.75. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  COUNCIL  GRANTS 

This  is  the  second  year  in  which  a fund  of  money  has  been  allocated 
by  the  State  to  each  individual  school.  This  year  $23,330  has  been  made 
available  proportionately  to  each  schools’  enrollment.  This  money  will 
be  administered  by  a School  Improvement  Council  which  exists  for 
each  school  consisting  of  staff,  parents  and  in  some  cases  students,  who 
will  have  the  sole  determination  as  to  how  School  Improvement  Funds 
shall  be  spent.  Current  practice  requires  the  School  Committee  to 
approve  the  plans  for  each  schools’  expenditures  after  approval  by  the 
School  Improvement  Council.  The  School  Committee  has  no  authority 
to  determine  how  the  funds  shall  be  spent,  but  has  only  veto  power. 

The  School  Committee  has  been  extremely  pleased  with  the 
innovative  approaches  in  the  use  of  these  funds  by  last  year’s  School 
Improvement  Councils.  Last  year’s  funds  were  limited  only  to 
elementary  schools.  Projects  ranged  from  drug  and  substance  abuse 
awareness  programs  to  dramatics  and  science  projects. 

SCHOOL  PROGRAMS 

A systemwide  elementary  mathematics  curriculum  study  group 
worked  throughout  the  last  fiscal  year  reviewing  curriculum  materials 
from  the  various  major  publishers.  This  activity  culminated  in  the 
selection  of  the  Addison-Wesley  textbook  series  for  use  in  the 
elementary  grades  beginning  in  September,  1986. 
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During  the  past  summer  a curriculum  workshop  was  held  to  develop 
the  overall  sequence  of  objectives  for  each  grade  level,  utilizing  the  new 
Addison-Wesley  materials.  This  curriculum  is  based  on  the  mastery  of 
skill  objectives,  while,  at  the  same  time,  providing  sources  of  enrichment 
for  all  pupils. 

With  the  availability  of  Chapter  2 funds,  at  least  three  additional 
computers  were  provided  for  each  elementary  school  and  the  middle 
school. 

The  elementary  school  Social  Studies  program  will  be  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  addition  of  a local  history  unit  entitled  “Fairhaven’s 
Role  in  the  Whaling  Era”.  This  unit  will  be  integrated  into  the  fifth 
grade  level  of  Social  Studies  curriculum,  and  was  provided  by  means  of 
a Cultural  Resources  Grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  Arts 
and  Humanities  jointly  awarded  to  the  Old  Dartmouth  Historical 
Society  (The  Whaling  Museum)  and  the  Fairhaven  School  System. 

Fifth  grade  teachers  from  each  of  the  elementary  schools  participated 
on  the  study  committee  and  in  the  production  of  the  materials.  Each 
fifth  grade  teacher  and  class  received  a complete  kit  for  inclusion  in 
their  curriculum.  The  amount  of  the  grant  for  the  production  of  this 
material  was  $16,260. 

A follow-up  grant  proposal  has  been  submitted  in  the  amount  of 
approximately  $20,000  to  develop  additional  units  on  local  history  with 
particular  emphasis  on  material  apropos  to  the  Gosnold  through  Rogers 
era  of  architectural  history.  Mr.  Bernard  Roderick  worked  closely  with 
Mrs.  Altschuller  and  Barbara  Kaplan  of  the  Whaling  Museum  in  the 
writing  and  implementation  of  the  grant  proposal. 

The  school  system  funded  the  additional  staff  position  of  Health 
Specialist  in  the  elementary  schools  with  particular  reference  to  areas  of 
human  health  and  development,  nutrition,  hygiene,  and  drug  abuse  and 
prevention  education.  This  is  an  area  that  has  been  woefully  lacking  in 
our  elementary  school  curriculum  in  the  past.  Although  the  inclusion  of 
this  new  position  and  curriculum  has  greatly  enhanced  our  ability  to 
respond  to  our  legal  requirement  for  providing  instruction  in  these 
areas,  additional  staff  and  curriculum  development  materials  need  to  be 
provided  in  the  future  as  funds  become  available. 

The  operation  of  the  Hastings  Middle  School,  in  its  second  year  as  a 
middle  school,  has  been  much  smoother  than  during  the  initial  year. 
After  evaluating  and  revising  many  new  concepts,  staff  assignments,  and 
curriculum  from  the  previous  year,  the  atmosphere  at  the  middle  school 
is  much  more  stable  and  upbeat.  The  complete  transition  from  a junior 
high  school  to  a middle  school  will  probably  continue  for  another  year 
or  two.  The  basic  philosophy  of  the  middle  school  continues  to  be  that 
of  a student-centered  school,  providing  programs  that  gradually  link  the 
elementary  school  with  the  high  school,  with  emphasis  on  mastery  of 
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basic  skills,  along  with  the  provision  of  a variety  of  experiences  in 
exploratory  subjects  and  activities. 

The  most  significant  change  at  the  middle  school  level  this  year  was 
the  introduction  of  the  4-man  team  approach  in  all  three  grade  levels. 
This  concept  has  been  a positive  experience  for  teachers,  parents  and 
students.  It  allows  the  teachers  to  better  understand  their  students,  have 
more  flexibility  in  planning,  and  to  instill  consistent  rules  and 
procedures  within  their  team  of  students. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  past  year  are: 

1.  P.T.O.  - During  the  past  year  we  established  the  Hastings  Middle 
School  Parent  Teacher  Organization.  Although  formed  with  a small 
nucleus  of  parents,  the  P.T.O.  has  promoted  programs  for  our  children, 
has  raised  money  for  educational  purposes,  and  has  provided 
information  and  speakers  for  parents.  It  is  one  of  the  few  active  middle 
school  P.T.O.’s  in  the  area.  The  organization  allows  for  parent  input 
into  our  school  programs  and  we  strongly  encourage  its  growth. 

2.  LLOYD  CENTER  FOR  ENVIRONMENTAL  STUDIES  - The 
Lloyd  Center,  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Mendell,  the  Science  Coordinator  at 
Hastings,  have  developed  an  environmental  program  called  “Along 
Fairhaven  Shores”.  Hastings  Middle  School  was  awarded  a grant  for 
approximately  $25,000  to  develop  and  run  the  program  for  two  years. 
This  program  includes  discussions,  laboratory  sessions,  guest  speakers, 
and  field  studies  that  introduce  students  to  the  ecology  of  our  coastal 
zone  and  the  relationship  between  the  coast  and  economic  development 
in  our  area. 

3.  DRUG  AWARENESS  CURRICULUM  - Our  school  has  adopted 
a drug  awareness  program  called  “Project  Oz”,  for  implementation  into 
our  Science  curriculum  in  all  three  grades.  This  program  will  assist 
students  in  becoming  aware  of  the  dangers  of  drug  and  alcohol  abuse, 
and  will  provide  skills  for  students  to  say  “NO”  to  peer  pressure 
regarding  the  use  of  drugs.  The  program  will  be  supplemented  with  a 
group  of  guest  speakers  during  the  year  at  assemblies  and  in  the 
classrooms,  as  well  as  audio-visual  programs  on  this  important  topic. 

4.  INTRAMURAL  ATHLETICS  - Our  intramural  athletic  program 
continues  to  be  successful  and  to  grow,  with  after  school  sports  offered 
in  the  fall,  winter  and  spring  for  boys  and  girls  of  all  three  grades.  Our 
emphasis  in  intramurals  is  on  maximum  participation  for  all  students 
regardless  of  athletic  ability.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  teachers  in 
our  school  who  are  willing  to  work  after  school  in  our  program. 

5.  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  COUNCIL  - This  year  the  middle 
school  has  been  eligible  for  S.I.C.  funds,  and  we  have  been  meeting  with 
parents,  teachers  and  students  to  decide  upon  the  appropriate  use  of  the 
funds. 
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6.  CURRICULUM  COORDINATORS  - In  our  process  of 
evaluation  and  updating  of  curriculum  in  the  areas  of  math,  science, 
English,  social  studies  and  reading,  curriculum  coordinators  have  been 
appointed  at  the  middle  school  level  to  insure  a smooth  transition 
between  the  curriculum  of  the  middle  school  and  that  of  the  elementary 
schools  and  the  high  school.  State  Assessment  Test  results  have  been 
used  to  help  us  in  our  evaluation  procedures.  Our  Science  curriculum 
has  been  strengthened  this  year,  and  our  Social  Studies  Department  is 
reviewing  textbooks  which  will  expand  the  sixth  grade  curriculum  in  the 
area  of  geography.  Our  process  writing  program,  which  was  started  last 
year  is  being  continued  in  the  English  Department,  which  should  help 
students  improve  their  writing  skills.  We  also  continue  to  offer  remedial 
services  to  students  with  academic  difficulty  through  our  three  Resource 
Rooms  for  all  basic  subjects,  Chapter  I tutors  for  reading  and  math, 
and  our  reading  laboratory. 

7.  EXPLORATORY  SUBJECTS  - Our  exploratory  subjects 
currently  offered  of  great  importance  at  this  age  level.  These  are: 

Physical  Education  - Grades  6,  7,  and  8 

Art  - Grades  6,  7,  and  8 

Music  - Grades  6 and  7 

Band  and  Orchestra  - Grades  6,  7,  and  8 

Computers  - Grades  7 and  8 

Industrial  Arts  - Grades  6,  7,  and  8 

Home  Economics  - Grades  6,  7,  and  8 

Future  goals  which  should  help  to  complete  the  transition  to  a middle 
school  are: 

A.  to  study  the  possibility  of  a flexible  modular  schedule  to 
complement  our  team  teaching  concept.  This  has  taken  much  study  and 
may  eventually  require  some  collective  bargaining  agreement  changes  in 
order  to  implement. 

B.  to  implement  more  small  group  activities  in  place  of  some  “study 
halls”  for  the  younger  students.  Some  of  these  small  group  activities 
might  be:  group  guidance,  career  education,  and  faculty  advisors 
assigned  to  students. 

C.  to  develop  curriculum  workshops  in  all  subject  areas  to  formalize 
and  update  our  written  curriculum  in  all  areas.  This  has  not  been  done 
for  many  years,  and  should  be  updated  to  coincide  with  our  middle 
school  philosophy. 

At  Fairhaven  High  School,  graduation  exercises  were  held  on  June  8, 
1986,  at  which  time,  167  students  graduated.  At  these  commencement 
exercises,  approximately  $540,000  in  scholarships  and  college  grants 
were  awarded.  This  is  by  far  the  largest  amount  ever  received  by 
Fairhaven  High  School  seniors,  despite  the  fact  that  the  graduating 
class  was  one  of  the  smallest  within  the  past  15  years.  Seventy  percent  of 
the  1986  graduating  class  are  continuing  their  education  at  colleges, 
universities,  and  technical  trade  schools  throughout  the  country. 
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This  is  the  fifth  year  following  evaluation  and  accreditation  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  We  have  met  all  the 
requirements  to  retain  our  accreditation  for  the  next  two  years.  Our 
next  in-house  evaluation  for  re-accreditation  will  be  in  1991. 

The  1986  school  year  brought  many  changes  in  updating  of  the 
curriculum.  During  the  fall,  the  Science  Department  held  a computer- 
based  workshop  for  ten  weeks  under  the  aegis  of  the  Bridgewater  State 
College.  A major  summer  curriculum  revision  project  was  completed  by 
the  English  Department.  Their  entire  curriculum  was  updated  and 
revised.  Other  changes  were  made  within  individual  classes  to  meet  the 
needs  of  students. 

One  of  the  major  improvements  this  year  has  been  the  addition  of  an 
in-house  computer  system  for  grade  reporting,  student  personnel  files, 
and  program  scheduling.  Under  the  old  system,  it  took  long  periods  of 
time  to  process  information  through  a school  service  bureau.  The  new 
system  should  greatly  improve  the  quality  of  the  master  schedule  during 
the  fall  of  1987. 

The  Business  Department  has  secured  an  $1 1,252  grant  under  the 
Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational  Education  Act  for  the  purchase  of  six 
Olympia  Word  Processing  Systems.  The  hardware  and  software 
purchased  with  the  grant  monies  are  used  to  train  students  in  job,  entry- 
level  skills  using  software  and  hardware  in  current  use  in  businesses. 

The  purchase  in  September  of  1986  of  machine  transcribers  allows  the 
Business  Department  to  offer  students  a supplement  to  traditional 
shorthand  classes.  Students  take  letters,  memo  and  report  dictation 
from  cassette  tapes  which  are  pre-recorded,  as  well  as  tapes  which  are 
teacher-dictated. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  administrators.  Business 
Department  staff,  and  Guidance,  all  students  are  being  encouraged  to 
elect  courses  offered  by  the  Business  Department.  The  number  of 
accounting  students  has  increased  dramatically  during  the  past  two 
years,  as  those  students,  who  express  and  interest  in  business 
administration,  retailing,  marketing,  law,  computer  science,  and 
secretarial  science,  are  encouraged  to  take  courses  offered  in  the 
Business  Department. 

The  Business  Department  staff  works  very  closely  with  administrators 
and  other  staff  members  to  provide  word /information  processing 
services  to  the  entire  school  including  the  editing  and  typing  of  course 
description  booklets,  student  handbooks  and  non-personal  letters, 
memos,  and  reports  which  are  prepared  by  students  in  Business 
Department  classes. 
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As  previously  mentioned,  the  English  Department  compiled  a new 
and  comprehensive  course  of  study  and  at  present  with  a new  Apple  He 
computer,  the  department  is  in  the  process  of  transferring  their  book 
inventories,  their  summer  reading  lists  with  accompanying  tests,  and 
individual  tests  onto  disks. 

The  acquisition  of  a new  Sharp  photocopier  has  been  of  immense 
value  in  producing  the  course  of  study  and  is  used  daily  by  department 
members. 

The  above-average  reading  scores  achieved  by  our  11th  grade 
students  on  state-mandated  tests  justifies  our  constant  work  on  reading 
skills. 

Last  year  after  intensive  writing  training  and  a wide-based 
curriculum,  five  students  were  recommended  to  take  an  advanced 
placement  test,  which  they  subsequently  passed.  They  are  presently 
taking  advantage  of  the  college  credit  they  received.  As  a result,  an 
advanced  placement  course  has  been  established  for  qualified  seniors. 

In  1986,  the  Foreign  Language  Department  serviced  584  students,  413 
at  the  high  school  and  174  at  the  middle  school.  The  French  program 
includes  295  students;  the  Spanish  program  287  students;  and  in  Latin 
classes  30  students  were  enrolled. 

The  department  continues  to  sponsor  the  Americans  Abroad 
program,  wherein  we  have  had  two  Fairhaven  High  School  students 
enrolled,  one  who  has  just  returned  from  a year  in  France,  and  another 
who  has  returned  from  a summer  in  Turkey.  Both  of  these  were  growing 
and  rewarding  experiences.  Meanwhile  we  have  received  foreign 
students  from  Australia,  Norway,  Japan,  and  Bolivia  during  the  past 
year. 

A new  series  of  updated  textbooks  has  been  implemented  in  both 
French  and  Spanish. 

Frequent  contacts  between  our  Foreign  Language  Department  and 
the  Foreign  Language  Department  at  S.M.U.  by  means  of  our  direct 
association  with  the  Boivin  Center  there,  has  helped  our  students 
become  aware  of  current  trends  in  language  study  in  colleges,  and  how 
best  to  be  prepared  for  it. 

This  year  also,  four  of  our  Foreign  Language  teachers  participated  in 
a Foreign  Language  Workshop  at  S.M.U.  dealing  with  C.A.L.I. 
(Computer  Aided  Language  Instruction)  and  the  very  latest  video  tapes 
have  been  made  available  to  make  all  the  French  accents  (from  France, 
Belgium,  Switzerland,  Quebec,  Louisiana,  etc.)  available  for  our 
students  to  practice  hearing  these  different  accents.

An  innovative  project  has  been  recently  undertaken  to  record  a video 
tape  in  French  by  our  Advanced  French  classes  in  order  to  send  to  a 
French  class  in  Moscow.  It  will  be  fascinating  to  get  their  responses  to 
our  statements  and  questions  regarding  such  topics  as  music,  foods, 
freedom,  fun  activites,  and  so  forth.  Hopefully,  this  is  a medium  which 
will  be  able  to  keep  an  international  exchange  going  for  several  years  to 
come. 

In  the  Social  Studies  Department,  the  psychology  offering  is 
undergoing  extensive  revision  currently,  both  as  to  content  and 
materials.  The  testing  program  for  the  advanced  American  History 
course  is  being  expanded  and  updated.  Both  the  revision  and  materials 
purchases  for  the  Non-Western  and  World  History  courses  have  been 
completed. 

In  the  past  academic  year  several  members  of  the  Social  Studies 
Department  have  attended  university  level  courses  and  seminars.  We 
have  recently  hosted  two  student  interns  from  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University.  One  of  whom,  who  has  completed  two 
practicums  and  his  student  teaching  here,  is  now  employed  at  Bishop 
Stang  High  School.  The  other  has  completed  two  practicums  and  his 
student  teaching  in  psychology.  Both  trainees  were  outstanding  and  will 
reflect  well  upon  the  teaching  staff  here. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  is  planning  a review  and  updating  of 
its  audio  visual  software  and  equipment  for  next  year  in  order  to  take 
advantage  of  those  advances  made  in  V.H.S.  format  and  the  availability 
of  so  much  valuable  educational  material  which  can  be  presented  in  a 
cost  effective  way. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past  several  years,  the  Science  Department  is 
undergoing  changes  in  the  areas  of  staffing,  curriculum,  safety  and 
laboratory  equipment.  These  changes,  coupled  with  those  proposed 
during  the  next  few  years,  are  part  of  an  on-going  effort  to  improve 
science  education. 

With  regard  to  staff,  members  of  the  Science  Department  have  been 
scheduled  to  teach  courses  that  most  effectively  use  their  background 
and  interests. 

Several  curriculum  changes  have  been  made  this  year  and  others  are 
being  proposed  for  next  year.  A laboratory  period  has  been  added  to 
our  physiology  course  as  recommended  by  the  Accreditation  Visiting 
Committee.  A 9th  grade  Physical  Science  text  has  replaced  a very 
outdated  one.  Now,  all  science  students  at  our  high  school  are  using  up- 
to-date,  relevant  textbooks.  Changes  are  being  made  in  the 
Environmental  Science  course.  Field  trips,  outdoor  water  testing,  and  a 
trip  to  Barney’s  Joy  with  the  Lloyd  Center  are  all  positive  changes  in 
this  Environmental  Science  course.  With  the  purchase  of  computers  and 
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new  lab  equipment,  new  activities  are  being  carried  out,  improving  both 
the  chemistry  and  physics  courses.  However,  more  time  is  needed  to 
redesign  labs  and  make  even  more  effective  use  of  this  equipment  and 
other  new  equipment  being  proposed.  A workshop  will  be  proposed  for 
the  1987  budget  to  revamp  lab  exercises  in  chemistry,  biology,  and 
physics  during  the  summer.  Also,  a proposal  has  been  made  to  offer  two 
levels  of  physics,  one  for  those  with  advanced  mathematics  background, 
and  the  other  for  those  with  standard  math  skills. 

Improving  laboratory  facilities  and  updating  lab  equipment  is  a top 
priority  of  this  department.  Years  of  limited  funding  have  resulted  in 
laboratories  that  are  not  adequate  to  prepare  students  for  the  workplace 
in  the  twenty-first  century.  Recent  increases  in  yearly  capital  investment 
have  helped  but  much  needs  to  be  done.  Proposed  revitalization  of 
Rooms  1 and  14  will  help  improve  facilities  in  which  laboratory  sciences 
are  carried  out. 

The  quality  of  the  working  environment  and  safety  in  laboratories 
have  greatly  been  improved,  particularly  with  the  renovation  and 
installation  of  a new  ventilation  system  in  the  chemistry  laboratory, 
which  will  effectively  eliminate  fumes  generated  by  experiments.  An  eye 
wash  station  and  first  aid  kit  have  been  added  also  to  Room  1.  With 
proper  ventilation  in  Room  1,  and  improved  electrical  and  gas  supply  to 
new  benches,  safety  will  be  further  enhanced  in  the  future. 

New  this  year  in  the  Mathematics  Department,  is  the  introduction  in 
the  computer  area,  of  the  equivalent  of  a two  semester  college-level 
course  in  PASCAL,  which  is  a sophisticated,  highly-structured 
programming  language.  A few  very  able  and  motivated  students,  have 
made  remarkable  progress  in  this  most  challenging  area  of 
computer-instruction. 

In  addition  to  the  PASCAL  course,  there  is  a two-year  sequence  of 
courses  using  the  BASIC  language.  As  much  more  serious  students 
become  aware  of  the  opportunity  available  in  the  computer  areas,  it  is 
expected  that  we  can  look  forward  to  increased  enrollments 
approaching  total  utilization  of  this  fine  facility.  In  the  Mathematics 
Department,  for  the  first  time,  a few  advanced  students  are  seriously 
working  toward  a full  course  in  Calculus  in  Grade  12.  These  young 
people  have  completed  the  advanced  level  Algebra  course  in  Grade  9, 
and  through  the  recommendation  of  their  teacher  have  gone  on  to  take 
both  advanced  level  Geometry  and  second  year  Algebra  in  their 
sophomore  year.  This  will  leave  time  available  to  complete  regular  12th 
grade  courses  in  analysis  in  Grade  1 1 and  then  have  the  senior  year 
available  for  a full  course  in  Calculus.  While  this  attempt  to  upgrade 
our  offerings  appears  to  be  successful,  it  does  require  giving  up  an 
elective  course  in  some  other  subject  area  in  order  to  accomplish  this. 
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The  ideal  solution  would  be  to  offer  a “cover  to  cover”  Algebra 
course  in  Grade  8 for  the  very  few  students  seeking  this  in-depth  study 
of  mathematics  at  the  high  school  level. 

Looking  in  the  opposite  direction  at  the  students  who  have  great 
difficulty  with  mathematics,  increasing  numbers  are  failing  9th  grade 
Algebra.  This  situation  was  totally  frustrating  to  students,  parents  and 
teachers  alike.  In  response  to  this  situation,  a course  in  preliminary 
Algebra  has  been  inserted  before  facing  the  rigours  of  the  regular 
Algebra  program.  This  course  is  available  for  those  who  are  considered 
in  a high  risk  category  for  failing  that  course.  The  material  included  still 
deals  with  the  basic  Algebra  concepts,  but  the  major  emphasis  is  a 
review  of  the  Arithmetic  topics  of  the  middle  school  grades.  In  addition, 
the  development  of  good  study  habits,  and  the  self-discipline  to  apply 
them,  is  strongly  emphasized.  Although  this  approach  will  not  make 
every  student  a mathematician,  it  should  help  many  young  people  to 
gain  the  skills,  maturity  and  self-confidence  necessary  to  be  successful  in 
the  regular  Algebra  course  when  taken  the  following  year. 

The  Instructional  Media  Center,  now  located  in  a portable  building 
at  the  Rogers  School,  has  as  its  primary  responsibiltiy  the  provision  of 
direct  and  indirect  assistance  to  the  media  needs  of  the  school  system. 

To  this  end,  the  I.M.C.  is  housing  filmstrips,  films,  video  tapes  and  a 
variety  of  supportive  equipment  and  materials,  all  of  which  are  designed 
to  help  the  classroom  teacher  present  a greater  variety  of  learning 
approaches  to  the  students.  The  Center  is  also  responsible  for  the 
acquisition  of  equipment  and  materials  which  are  currently  maintained 
within  each  school  building.  To  take  advantage  of  the  most  recent 
media  production,  the  I.M.C.  has  assumed,  through  our  off-air 
facilities,  a significant  responsibility  for  television  production. 

Nineteen  eighty-six  has  been  a productive  year  for  the  I.M.C. 
Throughout  the  year,  we  have  provided  services  to  approximately  477 
teacher  visits  and  10,290  student  requirements.  Despite  the  fact  that 
direct  services  to  the  classrooms  have  been  dramatically  reduced  since 
Proposition  2lA,  due  to  the  loss  of  a full-time  director,  teachers  at  all 
levels  are  able  to  meet  the  variety  of  needs,  which  fill  the  learning 
patterns  of  their  students  demands. 

Despite  critical  budgetary  restraints  in  recent  years,  the  fact  remains 
that  children,  young  and  old,  do  learn  in  a variety  of  ways.  The  purpose 
of  media  programming,  in  all  of  its  forms,  is  to  attempt  to  assist  the 
teacher  to  effectively  intervene  when  auditory  and  visual  learning 
techniques  appear  most  appropriate.  Obviously,  the  learning  needs  of 
children  do  not  change  despite  the  changes  of  our  economy.  Therefore, 
it  is  most  critical  that  continued  efforts  be  made  to  provide  sufficient 
funding  and  staffing  whenever  possible  in  order  to  ensure  eclectic  and 
effective  programs  of  studies.  The  Instructional  Material  Center  expects 
to  be  a very  important  part  of  this  endeavor. 
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SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAMS 


The  usual  health  screening  programs  were  carried  out  by  the  School 
Nurses  this  year.  These  programs  covered  a wide  range  of  health 
services.  Five  immunization  clinics  were  held,  each  at  a different  school, 
giving  the  citizens  of  our  Town  an  opportunity  to  update  the 
immunizations  of  pre-school  students  and,  also,  students  enrolled  in 
school.  These  clinics  were  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Fairhaven  Board 
of  Health. 

Scoliosis  screening  was  done  in  grades  five  through  nine.  Possible 
health  problems  in  this  area  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  parent 
or  guardian  of  the  student.  Parents  were  advised  to  check  with  their 
physicians  regarding  any  questionable  conditions  found  in  the 
screening.  Screenings  were  done  under  the  direction  of  the  School 
Nurses  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Physical  Education  teachers.  These 
personnel  have  been  trained  to  do  such  screenings  by  a scoliosis  health 
team  from  Lakeville  State  Hospital. 

All  students  in  kindergarten,  grades  one,  four,  seven  and  ten  were 
required  to  have  physical  examinations.  Services  are  available  for  the 
students  to  obtain  these  physicals  through  the  School  Physician.  They 
also  have  the  option  of  having  them  done  by  their  own  family  doctor. 
Every  student  participating  in  the  school’s  competitive  sports  programs 
is  given  a physical  exam  by  the  School  Doctor  before  participating,  they 
have  been  able  to  present  their  own  physician’s  clearance.  School 
Nurses  took  blood  pressures  on  every  student.  All  doctors’  referrals  for 
further  medical  evaluations  were  followed  up  as  necessary. 

Hearing  testing,  vision  testing  and  physical  examinations  were  also 
provided  to  St.  Joseph’s  School  by  the  School  Department’s  Nurses  and 
one  of  the  School  Department’s  Physicians. 

School  Resource  Study  Team  meetings  were  scheduled  at  all  school 
levels  and  were  attended  by  a School  Nurse  whenever  necessary.  The 
Nurses  provided  the  home-visit  component  of  the  team  evaluations 
done.  All  medical  examinations  required  were  followed  through  by  the 
School  Nurses. 

The  School  Nurses  work  with  the  Attendance  Officer  in  many  cases 
to  evaluate  attendance  problems.  Students  absent  for  three  consecutive 
days  are  contacted  by  the  School  Nurse  to  advise  the  parents,  when 
needed,  and  to  provide  a projected  length  of  absence.  School  work  is 
provided  when  necessary.  In  instances  where  the  absence  is  anticipated 
to  be  ten  days  or  more,  home  tutoring  is  provided  and  the  recovery  of 
the  student  is  monitored.  Any  supportive  services  in  the  schools  are 
offered  to  the  parent  as  well  as  student. 
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All  schools  have  a “call-in  policy”  in  case  of  absence.  Each  parent  is 
contacted  if  their  child  is  absent  and  they  have  failed  to  notify  the 
school.  This  is  done  primarily  to  alleviate  the  possibility  that  students 
may  be  abducted,  or  otherwise  may  be  absent  from  school  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  parent. 

Health  counseling  to  students,  parents  and  staff  members  comprises  a 
large  portion  of  the  School  Nurses  work.  The  Nurses  continue  to  be 
resource  personnel  for  staff  in  health-related  areas.  School  Nurses  also 
serve  as  members  of  a team,  when  child  abuse  cases  are  suspected. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS  PROGRAMS 

Special  Education  services  in  the  Town  continued  to  maintain  a 
consistent  level  of  enrollments  during  the  1985-86  school  year.  In  spite 
of  added  pressures  for  various  forms  of  special  education  services,  the 
Special  Needs  Department  has  been  able  to  maintain  most  students  in 
the  school  system  rather  than  in  private  school  or  institutional 
placements  that  may  be  expensive  to  maintain.  The  system  has  also 
continued  to  use  collaborative  services  offered  by  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Educational  Collaborative,  to  provide  low-incidence 
programs  and  career  exploration  services  to  a number  of  students.  Pre- 
school programs  are  also  offered  to  a number  of  Special  Needs  students. 

The  Special  Needs  Department  was  also  involved  in  a successful 
program  audit  conducted  by  the  State  Departement  of  Education, 
which  was  completed  in  June  of  1986. 

A total  of  404  students  were  served  by  the  Special  Needs  Department 
during  the  past  year.  This  number  compares  with  425  students,  who 
were  served  by  departmental  personnel  in  the  previous  school  year. 
While  there  are  indications  of  some  fluctuation  between  the  enrollments 
of  the  last  few  years,  there  is  a tendency  for  the  population  to  remain 
within  rather  narrow  limits,  and  we  anticipate  enrollments  to  remain 
quite  stable  in  the  near  future. 

The  current  programs  available  in  the  school  system  are  able  to 
provide  most  necessary  services  to  Special  Needs  students.  In  selected 
cases,  there  is  a need  to  provide  programs  for  students  who  require 
more  services  than  those  available  in  the  local  schools.  In  order  to  meet 
this  need,  the  Special  Needs  Department  has  three  major  options  to 
consider:  1.  a residential  placement;  2.  a day-school  placement;  and  3.  a 
collaborative  placement. 

Whenever  possible,  the  department  has  opted  to  develop  programs  in 
conjunction  with  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Collaborative,  which 
does  provide  programs  for  low-incidence  types  of  Special  Needs 
problems  which  may  require  attention.  One  of  the  major  programs 
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currently  in  place  at  SMEC  is  the  pre-school  program  which  offers  its 
services  to  students  in  the  three  to  seven  year-old  category.  During  the 
1985-86  school  year,  twenty  students  were  served  in  this  program.  Four 
additional  students  were  also  evaluated,  but  were  not  placed  in  the 
program 

The  SMEC  also  has  a Behavioral  Management  program  component 
which  offers  services  to  older  elementary  students  who  do  require  a 
structured  remedial  and  therapeutic  support  environment.  Two  students 
were  enrolled  in  the  program  last  year.  There  is  also  a Career 
Exploration  component  available  at  the  Burt  School  in  Acushnet  which 
offers  students  the  chance  to  explore  selected  vocational  activities  in 
woodworking,  marine  industries,  small  engines,  and  graphic  arts.  Most 
of  these  students  also  attend  classes  at  Hastings  Middle  School  and 
Fairhaven  High  School.  The  Collaborative  options  do  enable  the 
Special  Needs  Department  to  develop  program  services  that  can  meet  a 
number  of  demands  that  need  to  be  met  for  selected  students.  Thirty- 
two  secondary-level  students  were  involved  in  the  Collaborative 
programs  during  the  past  school  year. 

In  recent  years,  we  have  taken  steps  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
Collaborative  services,  with  the  use  of  federal  funds.  This  was  no  longer 
possible  because  of  reductions  in  federal  grant  funds.  For  this  reason, 
we  have  increased  our  1986-87  Special  Needs  budget  in  order  to 
continue  programs  that  were  already  in  place.  There  were  also  increases 
in  private  school  placement  costs  because  of  higher  tuition  charges. 

The  Town  did  receive  some  funds  allocated  for  Special  Education 
services  under  P.L.  94-142  and  P.L.  89-313.  During  the  past  year,  a 
total  of  $68,340  was  made  available  under  P.L.  94-142  and  $8,250  was 
made  available  to  the  system  from  P.L.  89-313  funds.  The  following 
programs  were  continued  with  these  funds  during  the  19858-86  school 
year: 

a full-time  psychologist  position,  which  was  developed  in  conjunction 
with  the  Town  of  Acushnet;  a Resource  Room  teacher  at  Hastings 
Middle  School;  two  aides,  one  at  Fairhaven  High  School  and  a second 
at  the  East  Fairhaven  Elementary  School;  and,  the  salary  of  a part-time 
speech  therapist. 

These  services  helped  to  keep  Special  Needs  expenditures  at  the  local 
level  within  reasonable  limits  during  the  past  year,  but  it  is  important  to 
be  aware  of  the  fact  that  there  are  trends  developing  in  the  Congress 
which  may  result  in  decreases  of  federal  funding  in  the  future. 

The  program  audit  activities  conducted  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  resulted  in  some  recommendations  concerning  procedural 
activities  within  the  department.  These  changes  are  in  the  process  of 
being  implemented  during  the  1986-87  school  year  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education  team  will  visit  the  system  again  in  the  spring 
to  follow  up  on  these  suggestions. 
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The  Special  Needs  Audit  Team  was  impressed  with  the  programs 
currently  in  place  and  with  the  staff  members  who  were  providing  these 
services.  Once  the  suggested  audit  changes  are  fully  implemented,  the 
Special  Needs  Department  will  have  completed  all  essential 
requirements  for  full  compliance  of  all  Special  Education  Regulations, 
both  State  and  Federal. 

CONCLUSION 

The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools,  its  School  Committee,  and  staff  are 
sincerely  appreciative  for  the  involvement  of  so  many  dedicated  parents, 
teachers,  and  administrators  during  the  past  school  year.  The 
implementation  of  many  of  the  assessment  and  updating  activities 
required  under  Chapter  188,  the  Public  School  Improvement  Act,  have 
necessitated  spending  a good  deal  of  time  and  effort  in  assessing  and 
testing,  to  determine  what  we  already  knew  needed  to  be  done  in  our 
schools.  We  regret  that  these  activities  continued  to  exacerbate  a 
problem  with  the  coordination  and  advancement  of  our  curriculum 
which  has  been  a serious  area  of  management  concern  during  the  past 
few  years. 

With  the  elimination  of  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  for 
Curriculum  and  Instruction,  which  was  necessitated  by  Proposition  2 Vi, 
curriculum  coordination  within  the  elementary  schools  has  been 
afforded  by  means  of  the  elementary  principals,  each  of  which  has  been 
assigned  a major  area  of  curriculum  responsiblity.  We  are  indebted  to 
them  for  their  dedication  to  this  service,  although  this  is  not  a usual 
requirement  of  an  elementary  principal. 

Gradually,  with  the  available  monies  through  Chapter  188  and 
through  federal  funding  sources,  we  have  been  attempting  to  replace 
some  of  the  services  which  normally  would  have  been  provided  prior  to 
Proposition  2Vi.  For  the  most  part,  we  are  able  to  see  ways  in  the  future 
for  the  re-introduction  of  programs  which  were  previously  cut  out. 

Of  increasing  concern  to  the  Administration  and  Guidance 
Department  at  the  Fairhaven  High  School,  is  the  ongoing  and 
continuing  problem  of  accommodating  students,  who  for  one  reason  or 
another,  opt  to  return  to  the  public  school  system  from  previous 
enrollment  at  the  vocational  school  level.  Inasmuch  as  the  courses 
offered  at  the  vocational  school  do  not  parallel  any  of  the  courses 
offered  here,  either  in  content  or  in  concentration,  due  to  their  staggered 
scheduling,  we  are  still  completely  unable  to  properly  service  these 
returnees  who  come  in  three  to  six  months  into  the  school  year.  The 
ability  of  the  students,  many  of  whom  are  of  marginal  ability,  to  make 
up  or  catch  up  to  classes  which  have  been  in  progress  in  order  to 
acquire  sufficient  skills,  presents  the  returnee  with  impossible  options 
for  success.  These  situations  almost  inevitably  result  in  students  either 
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dropping  out  of  school  altogether  or  having  to  repeat  the  academic  year 
due  to  an  inability  to  pass  the  courses  available.  These  students  are 
strongly  counseled,  by  both  Vocational  High  School  counselors  and  our 
own  counselors,  against  returning  beyond  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  year, 
but  often  times  this  falls  upon  deaf  ears  or  is  interpreted  as  an 
unwillingness  of  the  Fairhaven  School  system  to  accommodate  itself  to 
the  needs  of  its  students.  Aside  from  hiring  private  tutors,  the 
probability  of  success  in  anything  other  than  shop  courses  is  very 
improbable. 


APPRECIATION 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  staff,  faculty,  Town 
officals,  Town  Department  Heads,  and  all  others  who  have  contributed 
to  some  facet  of  School  Department  operations.  We  are  most 
appreciative  to  all  of  those  who  have  had  an  ongoing  interest  in  the 
progress  and  operation  of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools.  We  are 
sincerely  thankful  to  those  citizens  who  have  participated  with  the 
School  Committee  in  the  selection  process  for  a new  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

We  are  also  appreciative  of  the  various  parents  and  parent-teacher 
organizations,  businesses  and  industries  who  have  contributed  time, 
money  and  material  resources  to  improve  and  supplement  our  programs 
beyond  our  own  ability  to  do  so.  Many  of  these  resources  would  not 
have  been  available  to  our  students  had  it  not  been  for  the  assistance 
and  contribution  of  such  groups  as  these. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  use  this  medium  on 
my  own  behalf,  to  thank  the  various  members  of  School  Committees 
and  the  Town  officials  with  whom  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  serving 
during  the  past  twenty-nine  years  as  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Fairhaven  Public  Schools.  I am  fully  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  all  of  my 
decisions  have  not  been  universally  popular,  but  I have  tried  in  good 
conscience  to  make  decisions  based  upon  a consistent  policy  of  service 
to  everyone  resident  in  this  community  as  I saw  the  professional  need, 
as  impartially  and  evenhandedly  as  possible,  without  regard  to  name, 
class,  status,  race,  religion,  or  other  criteria,  which  may  serve  to 
separate  each  of  us  into  our  own  individual  groups.  No  professional 
administrator  of  public  schools  anywhere,  is,  or  has  been,  more 
privileged  than  I,  to  have  served  with  such  a responsible  professional 
and  team-centered  staff  as  the  one  I have  been  privileged  to  work  with 
over  the  years.  I am  also  very  appreciative  of  the  many  friends,  both 
within  and  without  the  schools,  among  the  schools’  clients,  and  among 
the  business  population,  with  which  I have  had  dealings. 

Fairhaven  is  indeed  a very  pleasant  and  desirable  place  to  live  and  to 
work,  and  I trust  that  in  the  future  I will  have  the  opportunity  to 
continue  to  be  identified  as  a “Fairhavenite”.  Although  this  community 
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has  never  had  great  resources  we  have  been  in  the  forefront  of 
educational  innovation  and  progressive  practices.  We  have  had  the  good 
fortune  to  have  successfully  chosen  those  practices,  which  have  been  the 
most  successful  over  these  many  years.  At  all  times,  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  have  been  identified  with  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  as 
one  of  the  paramount  educational  systems  in  Southeastern 
Massachusetts.  Our  history,  our  climate,  our  people,  and  our  cultural 
diversity,  have  combined  to  make  this  community  a stable  and  desirable 
place  to  live  and  to  work.  I feel  privileged  to  have  been  a part  of  it,  and 
I hope  I will  continue  to  be  for  many  years  to  come. 

I would  like  to  express  my  hope  that  my  successor  may  have  at  least  a 
modicum  of  the  success  and  pleasure  that  has  been  my  happy  privilege 
to  have  received.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE  AGE  - MINIMUM  AGE 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  established  mandatory  age 
for  school  attendance  as  follows: 

Each  child  shall  attend  school  beginning  in  September  of  the  calendar 
year  in  which  he/ she  attains  the  age  of  six.  Therefore,  all  children 
betweeen  the  ages  of  five  years  and  nine  months  and  six  years  and  nine 
months  on  September  1st  shall  enroll  in  the  public  schools  or  an 
approved  private  school. 

Children  may  attend  kindergarten  in  September  of  the  calendar  year 
in  which  they  attain  the  age  of  five.  Kindergarten  attendance  is  not 
compulsory. 


COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 

All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of  five  years  and 
nine  months  and  sixteen  years  of  age.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made 
by  written  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  children 
who  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have  completed  the  sixth 
grade.

It  would  also  provide 
that  the  state  constitution  does  not  required  public  or  private  funding  of  abortions,  or  the 
provision  of  services  or  facilities  for  performing  abortions,  beyond  what  is  required  by  the 
United  States  Constitution.  The  provisions  of  this  amendment  would  not  apply  to  abortions 
required  to  prevent  the  death  of  the  mother.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  allow  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  for 
private  schools  and  private  school  students. 

It  would  remove  primary  and  secondary  schools  from  the  list  of  non-public  institutions 
barred  from  receiving  public  aid  and  would  allow  public  money,  property,  or  loans  of  credit 
to  be  used  for  founding,  maintaining,  or  aiding  those  schools.  The  proposed  amendment 
would  also  allow  public  financial  aid,  materials,  or  services  to  be  provided  to  a non-public 
school  student  requesting  such  aid,  but  only  if  that  school  does  not  discriminate  in  its  entrance 
requirements  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  national  origin,  religious  belief,  sex,  or  physical 
handicap.  The  state  legislature  would  have  the  power  to  impose  limits  on  aid,  materials,  or 
services  provided  to  students.

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QUESTION  3 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 


Do  you  approve  of  a law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  May  6,  1986,  by  a vote  of 49-93,  and  on  which  no  vole  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  before  May  7,  1986? 


SUMMARY 

The  proposed  iaw  would  reduce  and  then  repeal  the  1Vi%  surtax  on  Massachusetts  state 
income  taxes  and  would  limit  state  tax  revenue  growth  to  the  level  of  growth  in  total  wages 
and  salaries  of  the  citizens  of  the  state. 

It  would  set  the  rate  of  the  surtax  on  Massachusetts  state  income  taxes  at  33A%  for  tax  years 
beginning  during  1986,  and  it  would  repeal  the  surtax  for  tax  years  beginning  on  or  after 
January  1,  1987. 

The  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  any  fiscal  year  are  limited  to  the  allowable  state  tax 
revenues  for  the  prior  fiscal  year  as  increased  by  the  average  rate  of  growth  of  Massachusetts 
wages  and  salaries  for  the  first  three  immediately  preceding  calendar  years.  For  purposes  of 
calculating  the  proposed  limit  for  fiscal  year  1 987,  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  fiscal  1 986 
are  the  net  tax  revenues  for  that  fiscal  year,  but  excluding  revenues  derived  from  the  surtax  on 
personal  income  tax.  Further,  if  in  any  fiscal  year  the  calculations  of  the  limit  results  in 
allowable  state  tax  revenues  less  than  the  amount  of  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  the  prior 
year,  then  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  that  fiscal  year  shall  be  equal  to  the  allowable  state 
tax  revenues  for  the  prior  year.  The  revenues  limited  by  this  law  would  not  include  non-tax 
revenues  such  as  federal  reimbursements,  tuitions,  fees  and  earnings  on  investments. 

The  amount  of  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  any  fiscal  year  would  have  to  be  reduced  if  a 
new  state  law  were  enacted  allowing  local  governments  to  impose  new  or  increased  taxes  or 
excises.  The  reduction  would  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  the  new  tax  or 
increase.  The  reduction  in  state  tax  revenues  would  first  take  effect  in  the  fiscal  year  following 
the  enactment  of  the  new  law  authorizing  new  local  taxes  or  increases. 

If  state  tax  revenues  exceed  the  limit  imposed  by  the  proposed  law,  as  determined  by  the 
State  Auditor,  a tax  credit  would  have  to  be  granted  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  excess  tax 
revenue.  The  credit  would  be  applied  to  the  then  current  personal  income  tax  liability  of  all 
taxpayers  in  proportion  to  their  personal  income  tax  liability  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  could  be  enforced  in  court  by  a group  of  taxpayers.

QUESTION  4 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a law  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  May  5,  1965,  by  a ;bote  of  145-0,  and  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
} senate  before  May  7,  1986? 


SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  require  the  state  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  (DEQE)  to  search  for  sites  in  the  Commonwealth  where  oil  or  hazardous 
materials  have  been  disposed  of  and  to  take  all  steps  necessary  to  clean  up  those  sites  within 
specified  time  limits.  Provisions  are  made  for  informing  the  public  about  sites  in  their 
communities. 

Beginning  on  January  15,  1987,  DEQE  would  be  required  to  publish  lists  every  three 
months  of  all  sites  where  it  has  confirmed  that  uncontrolled  oil  or  hazardous  materials  have 
been  disposed  of  and  locations  to  be  investigated  as  possible  disposal  sites.  The  lists  would 
describe  what  actions  have  been  taken  at  each  site  or  location.  DEQE  would  be  required  to 
list,  to  the  extent  that  it  has  identified,  at  least  400  possible  disposal  sites  by  January  1 5,  1987, 
600  additional  locations  by  January  15,  1988,  and  1,000  additional  locations  in  each 
subsequent  year. 
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Within  one  year  after  a location  is  listed  as  a possible  disposal  site  DEQE  would  be  required 
to  determine  if  further  investigation  is  warranted.  If  so,  within  two  years  after  the  listing, 
DEQE  must  confirm  whether  the  location  is  a disposal  site,  and  whether  it  poses  an  imminent 
or  substantial  hazard  to  health,  safety,  public  welfare  or  the  environment. 

For  sites  found  to  pose  a substantial  hazard,  DEQE  would  be  required,  within  the  next  two 
years,  to  ensure  that  those  hazards  are  eliminated  and  to  develop  a plan  to  eliminate 
permanently  future  risks  from  those  sites.  Imminent  hazards  would  have  to  be  eliminated 
immediately.  For  sites  found  not  to  pose  any  substantial  hazards  DEQE  must,  within  seven 
years  after  the  listing,  ensure  that  the  full  extent  of  contamination  is  evaluated  and  that  a plan 
to  eliminate  permanently  future  risks  is  developed. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  DEQE  to  provide  public  notice  and  encourage  public 
participation.  Within  30  days  after  completing  a site  investigation,  DEQE  would  have  to 
inform  the  public  through  local  newspapers  of  the  results  of  that  investigation  and  of  the 
rights  of  local  citizens  under  the  state  law.  If  ten  citizens  of  a town  potentially  affected  by  a site 
submit  a request.  DEQE  would  be  required  to  develop  a plan  for  involving  the  public  in  its 
clean-up  decisions  and  present  that  plan  at  a public  meeting.  The  chief  municipal  officer  of  a 
city  or  town  in  which  a disposal  site  is  located  could  appoint  individual(s)  to  inspect  the  site  on 
behalf  of  the  community. 

Massachusetts  residents  could  bring  lawsuits  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  law 
or  to  lessen  a hazard  related  to  oil  or  hazardous  materials.  If  such  a lawsuit  is  brought,  a court 
could  award  costs,  including  reasonable  fees  for  attorneys  and  expert  witnesses.

QUESTION  5 

REFERENDUM  ON  AN  EXISTING  LAW 

Do  you  approve  of  a law  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  October  17,  1985,  by  a vote  of  77-62,  and  which  was  approved  by  the 
Senate  on  October  17,  1985? 


SUMMARY 

The  law  requires  all  drivers  and  passengers  to  wear  properly  adjusted  and  fastened  safety 
belts  while  traveling  in  motor  vehicles  on  public  ways.  It  does  not  apply  to:  Children  under 
five  years  old  who  are  required  by  another  law  to  wear  safety  belts  or  be  restrained  in  safety 
car  seats;  passengers  in  vehicles  where  all  safety  belts  are  being  used  by  others;  passengers  in 
buses;  persons  riding  in  vehicles  built  before  July  1,  1966;  or  in  which  safety  belts  were  not 
installed  as  original  equipment;  or  persons  who  are  certified  by  a physician  to  be  physically 
unable  to  use  safety  belts.  The  law  also  does  not  apply  to  police  officers,  rural  mail  carriers,  or 
drivers  or  passengers  of  other  vehicles  that  stop  frequently  and  travel  at  speeds  not  exceeding 
15  miles  per  hour  between  stops. 

Drivers  or  passengers  sixteen  years  or  older  who  do  not  wear  safety  belts  are  subject  to  a 
$15.00  fine.  The  driver  of  a vehicle  is  also  subject  to  a $15.00  fine  for  each  passenger  under 
sixteen  who  does  not  wear  a safety  belt.  This  law,  however,  can  be  enforced  only  if  the  driver  is 
stopped  for  a violation  of  another  motor  vehicle  law.  Safety  belt  violations  will  not  result  in 
surcharges  on  motor  vehicle  insurance  premiums.  The  law  also  requires  that  when  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance  sets  motor  vehicle  insurance  rates,  the  rates  must  reflect  any 
savings  attributable  to  increased  use  of  safety  belts. 

The  law  also  requires  that  all  motor  vehicles  manufactured  after  September  1,  1989,  that 
are  sold  or  registered  in  Massachusetts  be  equipped  with  crash  protection  devices,  as  specified 
by  federal  regulations.  Any  manufacturer  who  sells  or  delivers  motor  vehicles  that  are  not 
equipped  with  such  safety  devices  will  be  subject  to  a fine  of  not  more  than  $ 1 00  for  each  sale 
or  delivery.  This  law  is  not  intended  to  eliminate  the  federal  requirements  for  passive  crash 
protection  devices  in  motor  vehicles. 

The  law  also  provides  that  a non-binding  question,  unlike  this  binding  referendum,  shall  be 
placed  on  the  1986  general  election  ballot  asking  whether  the  voters  approve  of  the  law.

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  May  6,  1986,  by  a vote  of 56-93,  and  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  before  May  7,  1986? 


SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  provide  a system  of  voter  registration  by  mail  applicable  to  all 
qualified  voters  and  would  eliminate  statutory  provisions  premitting  certain  persons  to  vote 
only  for  presidential  electors. 

Under  this  proposed  law,  the  State  Secretary  would  be  required  to  prepare  blank  forms  for 
affidavits  of  registration.  The  Secretary  and  local  boards  of  registrars  would  be  required  to 
make  such  forms  available  to  any  person  eligible  to  vote  in  whatever  quantity  the  person 
requests  and  to  transmit  such  forms,  upon  written  request,  to  any  person  claiming  to  be 
qualified  to  vote.  Registrars  would  also  be  required  to  make  these  forms  available  at  all  post 
offices  and  at  other  places  within  their  municipalities.  The  Secretary  would  be  required  to 
establish  a reasonable  fee  for  providing  more  than  50  forms  and  to  prepare  instructions  to 
accompany  the  forms. 

A person  seeking  to  register  to  vote  would  be  requred  to  complete  the  affidavit  of 
registration  and  sign  it  under  oath  in  the  presence  of  a witness  who  is  at  least  eighteen  years 
old.  The  witness  would  be  required  to  certify  that  the  affidavit  was  signed  in  his  presence  and 
to  date  the  affidavit. 

A completed  affidavit  of  registration  could  be  either  delivered  or  mailed  to  the  appropriate 
registrar’s  office.  If,  from  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  affidavit,  it  appears  that  the  person  is 
qualified  to  vote,  the  registrars  would  be  required  to  add  the  person’s  name  to  the  list  of 
registered  voters  and  to  so  notify  the  person  by  first-class,  non-forwardable  mail,  unless  the 
person’s  name  already  appears  on  the  local  list  of  residents  at  the  same  address.  The  cost  of 
mailing  such  notices  wouuld  be  assumed  by  the  Commonwealth,  subject  to  appropriation.  If 
in  any  year  the  General  Court  fails  to  appropriate  funds  for  that  purpose,  such  notices  would 
not  have  to  be  sent.  If  such  a notice  is  returned  undelivered,  the  city  or  town  clerk  would  be 
required  to  instruct  election  officials  to  challenge  the  person’s  right  to  vote  at  the  next  election 
in  which  he  attempts  to  vote. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  impose  criminal  penalties  of  imprisonment  for  up  to  two 
years  or  a fine  up  to  $2,000  for  knowingly  or  willfully  making  a false  affidavit,  taking  a false 
oath,  or  signing  a false  certificate  relative  to  the  qualifications  or  registration  of  any  person  to 


vote.

proposed  structures,  along  with  streets  and  ways  adjacent  to  the  site.  In 
addition,  an  indication  must  be  shown  designating  the  type  of 
architecture  to  be  used  for  new  construction  and  how  it  will  conform  to 
area  appearances.
